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£1.2bn shortfall as decade of tundinq growth ends 


EMERGENCY budget cuts 
have been put forward by 
health chiefs in a bid to fill a 
£1.2 billion hole left by the 
Government’s freeze on NHS 
spending in the region. 

Proposals include potential job cuts 
across NHS South East Coast, which cov¬ 
ers Kent, Surrey and Sussex, along with 
changing the way health services are pro¬ 
vided. A report drawn up by the region’s 
Strategic Health Authority (SHA) consid¬ 
ers ways of avoiding redundancies, but 
makes it clear cuts are possible. 

A figure of 10,000 job losses - 10 per 
cent of 100,000-strong workforce - was in 
an earlier draft of the report, but was 
dropped from the final version. 

A spokeswoman at NHS South East 
Coast said they did not want to put a fig¬ 
ure on any redundancies, but admitted 
job losses were possible. 

“We are looking at other ways of closing

the gap between the care we need to deliv¬ 
er and the resources we will have,” she 
said. ‘We will better manage workforce 
costs, some of which may be by taking 
advantage of natural wastage through 
retirement, turnover and so on. 

“And we will continue to bring down 
spending on agency staff and put our 
energies into reducing absence through 
staff sickness as part of increasing health, 
well-being and efficiency.” 

The SHA is the headquarters for NHS 
trusts in the region, offering support and 
helping develop services, while ensuring 
each trust is managing its budget correct¬ 
ly. The proposals were submitted to 
Health Secretary Andy Burnham this 
week, along with reports from the nine 
other SHAs in the UK, which are also fac¬ 
ing massive efficiency savings totally 
£20bn, including the South East’s £1.2bn. 

Last year, NHS chief executive Sir 


David Nicholson told health bosses they 
must draw up revised funding plans after 
the recession forced the Government to 
freeze health spending from April, 2010. 

And in last week’s Budget announce¬ 
ments, Chancellor Alistair Darling said 
the £20bn savings were needed to help cut 
the £167bn national debt. Candy Morris, 
chief executive of NHS South East Coast, 
said there were fundamental challenges 
the authority must face. 

“The NHS is entering its last year of 
operation with growth in funding,” she 
said. “We must continue to improve 
health and quality of patient care without 
the growth in funding we have experi¬ 
enced in the last decade. 

“There is an increasing demand for 
NHS services, the population is ageing 
and there are more patients with long¬ 
term conditions. Standing still is not an 
option. Action is needed now.” 

The South East NHS must identify and

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Hospital trusts 
told to improve 
patients’ rights

URGENT improvements have 
been ordered at two hospital 
trusts over concerns about the 
quality of care given to patients. 

Both the Medway NHS Foundation Trust 
and the Kent and Medway NHS and Social 
Care Partnership Trust have been told to 
shape up or face tougher action. 

The threat comes from the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC), England’s health and 
social care regulator, which found staff at 
both trusts needed better training to protect 
the rights of patients, particularly children 
and vulnerable adults. 

All 378 trusts in the country need a licence 
from the CQC to operate and only 22 have 
been ordered to make urgent improvements. 
Medway’s inclusion is all the more concern¬ 
ing as foundation trusts are supposed to be 
the top-performing organisations in the 
health service. 

Protected 

CQC regional director Roxy Boyce said 
Medway management needed to improve the 
take-up of safeguarding training for vulnera¬ 
ble adults and children, speed up the logging 
of incidents, and ensure the rights of mental 
health patients who may not be able to con¬ 
sent to treatment are protected. 

She added: “We have outlined the neces¬ 
sary action with strict deadlines. It is the 
responsibility of the trust to make sure 
improvements are made, and we will be 
checking to ensure they are. The trust itself 
has highlighted other areas where improve¬ 
ments are needed, and we will also be check¬ 
ing these are made. 

“Registration is just the first step in the 
new system of regulation. We will monitor 
the trust continually to ensure it is providing 
safe, quality care to the people it serves.” 

Deadlines have been placed for the four 
conditions imposed on the trust, with the ear¬ 
liest being May 1 for all staff who deal with 
children or vulnerable adults to receive safe¬ 
guarding training. 

A trust official said management had 
already realised the take-up of training was 
not high enough and progress has been 
made. She added the process for logging inci¬ 


dents had also already been speeded up, and 
this would provide more timely reports on 
the areas the trust needs to address. 

For the Kent and Medway NHS and Social 
Care Partnership Trust, the CQC said men¬ 
tal health patients were sometimes detained 
against their will because they did not realise 
they were allowed to leave. 

Some patients who voluntarily entered the 
county’s hospitals for treatment were locked 
in with patients who are not allowed to leave 
because, for example, they have been sec¬ 
tioned. The voluntary patients were not 
always allowed out, despite being healthy 
enough and legally entitled to go home. 

Mrs Boyce said: “The trust must take 
action to address concerns about safeguard¬ 
ing the rights of people who use its services. 

“It has been working hard on improve¬ 
ments since our inspections earlier this year, 
but CQC has put a condition on its registra¬ 
tion because we have not yet seen enough 
evidence of improvement to convince us that 
our concerns have been fully resolved.” 

The social care partnership trust provides 
a range of services across Kent and Medway, 
with a main focus on mental health. It also 
provides services for people with learning 
disabilities and substance misuse problems 
from more than 260 sites across the county. 

Linda Leonard, chief executive of the 
Sevenoaks branch of mental health charity 
Mind, said patients needed more information 
about what they can and cannot do. 

She said: “It’s important because it con¬ 
cerns people’s rights. It’s about making sure 
patients have the right information. Some 
people don’t take information in very well, so 
perhaps staff need to keep repeating what 
their rights are or find another way.” 

According to the CQC, the trust must 
revise its informal leave policy for non- 
detained patients and provide evidence of 
this from May 1. It must also ensure staff are 
fully trained to deal with the revised policy 
by June 1. The trust’s medical director, Dr 
Karen White, said: “It’s encouraging to see 
how stringent the requirements for registra¬ 
tion are. The process is thorough. 

“After we have implemented this change in 
policy and can demonstrate all staff are 
trained, we will be able to apply to be regis¬ 
tered without any conditions at all.”

deliver £1.2bn of efficiency savings between 
2011-12 and the end of 2014. 

Ms Morris added: “This is a huge under¬ 
taking in an extremely challenging econom¬ 
ic environment.” 

A draft document circulated among SHA 
board members stated bosses should 
reduce employee numbers by 10 per cent or 
more - meaning 10,000 job losses. 

It also outlined that job cuts were expect¬ 
ed to hit the acute sector, which covers 
hospitals. 

“In its final published form, the report stat¬ 
ed we will have to halt the growth in work¬ 
force and that we have seen a 10 per cent 
growth since 2007,” the SHA spokeswoman 
said. 

The overall budget for the South East 
region is about £7bn, with the overall nation¬ 
al NHS budget at £110bn. 

The spokeswoman added: “We are look¬ 
ing to see how we can best reduce costs 
through improving quality and spreading 
best practice - bringing everyone up to the 
level of the best. 

“Poor quality care costs more. For exam¬ 
ple, treating people ineffectively means they 
need to come back, which costs more. 
People getting infections in hospital means 
they have to stay in hospital for longer, 
which costs more.” 

The plans have now been made public, 
but will not be finalised until later this year, 
with the possible changes depending on the 
general election result. 

Deficit 

But the Department of Health stressed 
cuts were needed within the health sector to 
bring down the national deficit. 

A spokeswoman said: “To ensure the 
quality of NHS services continues to 
improve, service must be more productive. 
Better designed services can deliver both 
better quality and value for money. We will 
be clear with trusts that they must not make 
short-term cuts that harm patient care. 

“Service change is important to drive 
through our reforms and must be guided 
by the need to improve quality for patients 
and secure best value for taxpayers’ 
investment.” 

Steven Brazier, regional head of health at 
Unison, said meetings between unions were 
taking place next week to look at the report. 

“Part of these discussions will be around 
job security, pay restraints and job flexibili¬ 
ty,” he said. “We’ll be looking at retraining 
and redeployment options, rather than 
redundancies. Savings are already being 
made by reconfiguring and sharing services 
between primary care trusts in Kent. 

“We’re looking to minimise redundancies 
through retraining, although at director level 
this isn’t always an option. At the moment 
we’re shadow-boxing until the election, but 
whichever way it goes the challenges will be 
the same and could potentially get worse.”

Lumley fights back

ACTRESS Joanna Lumley has 
thanked Kent on Sunday readers 
for their continued support dur¬ 
ing the “smear campaign” by vet¬ 
erans’ minister Kevan Jones. 

The Absolutely Fabulous star spoke to this 
newspaper after publicly denying allega¬ 
tions made by Mr Jones about the Gurkha 
Justice Campaign, which saw the ex-soldiers 
given UK settlement rights last year. 

He claimed the former model - who grew 
up near Ashford and later lived in Wingham 
- had lured Gurkhas to the UK with “prom¬ 
ises of paradise” and was guilty of a “death¬ 
ly silence” when problems later arose with exp¬ 
loitation of the soldiers by charities in Nepal. 

But Ms Lumley hit back this week, reveal¬ 
ing how campaigners had in fact been carry¬ 
ing out work to help the Government imple¬ 
ment resettlement rights at the request of 
Gordon Brown, who asked that it be done 
out of the public eye. 

Minutes before she spoke out, Mr Jones 
apologised unreservedly for his comments 
and the Prime Minister gave his full support 
to the actress’s campaign. 

Speaking to KOS Media just after her con¬ 
versation with Mr Brown, Ms Lumley said: 
“I hope Kent on Sunday readers and the 
Gurkha community who have supported us 
have no doubts in their minds about the 
wonderful victory we achieved last year. 

“I wouldn’t want the minister’s comments 
to have made them question this achieve¬ 
ment. I want to thank them again for their 
wonderful support and spirit.” 

She also paid tribute to fellow campaigner

Peter Carroll, Liberal Democrat parliamen- 
taiy candidate for Maidstone and Weald, who 
launched and led the battle next to Ms Lumley. 

She added: “We didn’t want to speak out in 
this way and it’s rather upsetting that it got 
to this stage, but I’m pleased we have got our 
voices heard.” 

Cllr Carroll said he was “furious” with the 
allegations made by Mr Jones, saying he and 
Ms Lumley had been “disgracefully slurred”. 

Shorncliffe Barracks in Folkestone is 
home to the 2nd Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, while nearly half the soldiers 
from the Maidstone-based 36 Engineers 
Regiment are Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

The duo were criticised by the minister 
and dubbed “rogues” during a Home Affairs 
Committee meeting in February for alleged¬ 
ly creating false expectations for the Gurkhas. 


Problems arose when veterans’ charities 
in Nepal began encouraging former soldiers 
to donate hundreds of pounds before refer¬ 
ring them to British law firms. 

Mr Jones suggested Howe and Co solicitors, 
which were involved in the justice campaign, 
were taking money for resettlement advice 
that was available free through the MoD. 

But an investigation found this to be 
untrue and partner Martin Howe spoke out 
at this week’s conference, stating the minis¬ 
ter’s comments were “extremely defamatory”. 

Mr Jones also discovered that his “deathly 
silence” comments were unfounded when 
Ms Lumley revealed the campaigners had 
been working for the last seven months to 
try and get expensive visa fees of more than 
£400 scrapped for ex-Gurkhas. 

The onslaught left the campaigners believ¬ 
ing they had no other option but to speak out 
and stop the undermining of one of the great 
public campaigns of recent times. 

Bullied 

In an open letter from Cllr Carroll, Ms 
Lumley and Howe and Co, they expressed 
their upset at the situation: “The country 
celebrated the winning of settlement rights 
for veteran Gurkhas. A historic wrong was 
put right. A debt of honour was repaid. 

“The proper implementation of such rights 
is the plain responsibility of Government. 

“Our campaign’s aim has always been to 
safeguard and protect the rights of veteran 
Gurkhas. We will not be bullied out of doing so.” 

In response, Mr Jones said: “I’m sorry if 
any offence was caused - this was not in¬ 
tended. My sole concern, and that of the 
Government, is to stop unscrupulous mid¬ 
dlemen ripping off vulnerable ex-Gurkhas.” 

Ms Lumley said she accepted the apology 
in the sprit in which it was given and 
expressed her thanks to Mr Jones. 


New M20 junction 

THE Government has announced plans for a 
new junction on the M20, aiming to stimulate 
economic growth and improve journey times. 

Proposals for junction 10a, near Ashford, were 
published by transport minister Chris Mole. 

Ministers hope the junction will help devel¬ 
opment and investment for 31,000 new homes 
and 28,000 new jobs in the area by 2031. 

If planning approval is given, the new junc¬ 
tion will open in 2014 or 2015. 


Sheriff gets horse 

THE Kent Invicta Award has been presented 
to quadriplegic sailor Hilary Lister and former 
High Sheriff Amanda Cottrell in recognition 
their services to the county. 

Donations of £5,000 to charity and a silver 
horse trophy were presented by Kent County 
Council chairman John Davies on Thursday. 

Ms Cottrell will give her £5,000 to The 
Fairbridge Trust which helps young people. 

Last year Mrs Lister, from Faversham, 
became the first disabled woman to sail solo 
around Britain. She also runs the Dream 
Trust to help other people with disabilities.

Canadian child pom 
case crosses Atlantic 


A KENT man has been arrested as part of a 
probe by Canadian police into child porn. 

Officers based in the state of Ontario have 
uncovered 73 suspects in 20 countries during 
their ongoing investigation. 

It is believed the Kent man is a registered 
sex offender. 

The investigation started with the arrest of 
an Ontario man, aged 29, who is facing sexu¬ 
al assault and child pom charges. 

The case is currently before the court in 
Canada and under the country’s laws no 
details of any suspects can be revealed. 

However it is understood the investigation 
focused on internet pom. 

Officers have emphasised that despite the 
offences being online, there are serious con¬ 
sequences for real-life victims. 

‘While the internet has shown its potential 
to assist society is endless, we need to re¬ 
member there are people out there whose use 
of the internet will destroy the lives of our chil¬ 
dren,” said Ontario-based Supt John Nielsen. 

No formal details can yet be released about 
the offences and those involved, say Can¬ 
adian law enforcement officials. 


But members of the country’s Integrated 
Child Exploitation (ICE) unit say their work 
is continuing. They say each of the suspects 
is believed to be in possession of hundreds, if 
not thousands or even millions of files con¬ 
taining millions of images of victims from 
around the world. 

‘We know at any given time one of the 
cases can lead to countless suspects that are 
hurting children,” said Det Randy Wickins, 
ICE investigator. 

“They communicate on the internet, they 
share this material with one another. The 
internet is a social thing - by finding one 
often times it leads to finding others.” 

Of the 73 suspects police have identified, 
seven are from the UK, 18 are in Germany, 
10 are in the United States and five in the 
Netherlands. France, Russia and Sweden are 
each home to four of the suspects, while Italy 
is home to three. 

Two suspects were identified in each of 
Austria, Belgium, Costa Rica, India, Norway 
and Spain. One suspect was identified in 
each of Australia, Canada, Greece, Croatia, 
Oman and the United Arab Emirates.

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Top scorers 
always popular 

Independent education adviser PETER READ 
looks at the thorny issue of the allocation of 
school places and at which schools are proving 
most popular this year 

KENT County Council figures show an increase 
in the number of children being offered their 
first choice secondary school on March 1 - up 
to 80 per cent. 

However, this means more than 3,000 chil¬ 
dren did not get their chosen school, in many 
cases producing family heartbreak. 

Schools in Kent and Medway show wide 
fluctuations in popularity, with academies mak¬ 
ing much of the news. Eighteen schools each 
turned away more than 50 children who put 
them in first place, while at the other end of the 
scale six schools were over half empty before 
KCC added to their numbers with children who 
had been given none of their choices. 

For the third year running, Leigh Technology 
Academy (Dartford) was top of the oversub¬ 
scription lists, with 218 disappointed first- 
choice applicants. Second was Skinners 
School (but see below), third Valley Park, 
Maidstone, centre of a row over fullness last 
year, with 112 turned away, an even larger num¬ 
ber than 2009. 

Other schools oversubscribed by more than 
50 first-choice applicants are (in order): 
Homewood (Tenterden); North (Ashford); Judd 
(Tonbridge); Thomas Aveling (Rochester); 
Fulston Manor then Westlands (both 
Sittingbourne); Bennett Memorial (Tunbridge 
Wells); Folkestone Academy; Tonbridge 
Grammar; Brockhill Park (Hythe); Sandwich 
Technology College; Mascalls (Paddock 
Wood); Charles Dickens (Broadstairs); 
Gillingham Academy; Weald of Kent Grammar; 
and Hayesbrook (Tonbridge). 

While these figures are normally the best 
guide to popularity, the Skinners figure is con¬ 
siderably inflated as many of their first choices 
were actually crowded out by children who did¬ 
n’t score enough to get into Judd but secured 
places at Skinners as their second choice. 

These are the vagaries of the super selection 
debate. Four of the half-empty schools: 
Christchurch (Ashford); New Line Learning 
(Maidstone); Skinners Kent Academy 
(Tunbridge Wells); and Wildernesse 
(Sevenoaks), are hoping for a better future as 
they are either new academies or about to 
become academies. 

Targeting 

The school with the greatest fall in first choic¬ 
es is Wilmington Enterprise College (now in 
special measures), also due to become an 
academy, so the programme is clearly fulfilling 
its intention of targeting problem schools. 

Indeed, Longfield Academy has obviously 
turned the corner as far as parents are con¬ 
cerned and has the greatest increase in first 
choices (67) of any Kent or Medway school. 

The pressure of out-of-county children taking 
places in Kent grammars is once again great¬ 
est in the north west of the county, with 241 
taking up places in the four Dartford grammars 
(36 coming from as far away as Lewisham) as 
opposed to just 53 in the three west Kent super 
selectives. My view on the cause of the pres¬ 
sure in west Kent grammars is starting to swing 
towards the intense coaching culture being the 
prime source of the problem. 

Many of these figures will have changed this 
week as parents had to decide whether to 
accept places offered and there will be happi¬ 
ness for some, offered places off the waiting 
lists. As many as 700 children may gain places 
through the appeal procedure, although this 
stressful process goes on until July for some. 

One last statistic: 151 Kent children are 
bound for Medway schools, with 116 coming 
the other way. 

School planners are required by Government 
to reduce the number of empty places in 
schools and spend much time making deci¬ 
sions based on local population figures, when 
choices often cross boundaries. The more I see 
figures such as the above, the more I become 
convinced that parents have a wisdom about 
which are the best non-selective schools and 
their collective voice should be listened to. 

I’m not so sure this applies to grammar 
schools, where some parents chase the top 
scoring schools without stopping to look at the 
underlying factors. You will find more details on 
my website at www.kentadvice.co.uk. 


Struggling schools 
team up with good 
neighbours to meet 
National Challenge 

A GOVERNMENT review of Kent’s struggling secondary schools has 
resulted in two of the worst perfromers being teamed up with stronger 
neighbours, writes Steve Knight. 


Swanley Technology College and Swan 
Valley Community School, Swanscombe, have 
both been given National Challenge Trust sta¬ 
tus after repeatedly falling short of GCSE 
attainment targets. 

The Government wants at least 30 per cent 
of pupils at all schools to be achieving a mini¬ 
mum of five A* to C grades including English 
and maths by 2011, but last year Swanley 
Tech only managed 22 per cent and Swan 
Valley just 20. It is hoped that by teaming up 
with higher-achieving partners and capitalis¬ 
ing on their experience and resources, the 
schools’ grades will improve. Independent edu¬ 
cation adviser Peter Read said he wasn’t sur¬ 
prised with the fortunes of either school. 

“The head at Swan Valley [Nigel Jones] is 
energetic and has done his best under very dif¬ 
ficult circumstances. It’s a new school on too 
small a site, in the wrong place and in an area 
of social deprivation,” he said. 

“I’m disappointed it’s not been performing 
very well because I know how much hard work 
has been put in. Swanley Tech has been strug¬ 
gling for years though, so I’m not surprised by 
either. As for teaming low-achieving schools 
with high-achieving ones, there’s mixed evi¬ 
dence in Kent. I can think of one or two that 
have been very successful, but about four 
that have been disasters. 



SCHOLARS: Partner schools 
can help raise standards 


“Sometimes no matter how good the part¬ 
ner schools are, the problems of the low- 
performing ones cannot be overcome.” 

In November, Education Secretary Ed 
Balls sent two expert advisers to carry out 
a progress review of the 31 schools receiv¬ 
ing National Challenge help in Kent. 

As a result KCC was asked to consider 
options for raising standards at its lowest- 
performing schools, which resulted in the 
decision to afford trust status to Swan 
Valley and Swanley Tech. 

Mr Balls has since accepted the authori¬ 
ty’s action plan as well as approved 
£350,000 funding for initiatives such as 
Extra Mile and Teach First. 

Swanley Tech head Julie Bramley said 
she sought trust status because she was 
concerned the college was missing out. 

She said: “We’re hoping to become part of 
the Kemnal Trust, which has four schools 
that were originally in special measures. 
They’ve all now accelerated out of special 
measures, so we’re very positive about it. 
It’s a successful, proven model and we’re 
happy to join.” 

Swan Valley will be teamed up with the 
Hayesbrook School in Tonbridge, which in 
2008 was rated excellent by Ofsted for the 
second time. Cllr Jenny Whittle, KCC’s 
deputy cabinet member for education, said 
the council spent a lot of time working on 
ways to drive up standards at its National 
Challenge schools. 

She added: “We’re proud of the education 


provided in Kent and pleased our progress and 
plans have been broadly supported. I know a 
phenomenal amount of effort has been devot¬ 
ed to ensure students fulfil their potential and 
leave school with a good batch of GCSEs.” 

When Mr Balls announced the launch of the 
National Challenge in June, 2008, he received 
a letter of complaint from KCC. 

Then-education chief Cllr Chris Wells told 
him he was damaging the morale of teachers 
and pupils by threatening to close schools in 
the county unless GCSE results improved. 
However, a third of the struggling schools have 
since passed the 30 per cent benchmark. 

Meanwhile, a new academy for Dover has 
been announced after funding was approved 
by Mr Balls. Dover Christ Church Academy 
will replace Archers Court Maths and 
Computing College, and will open in 
September. Also announced was funding for 
the Brompton Academy in Medway to spe¬ 
cialise in science and the arts. 
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Let there be light 

SOLAR-powered road studs have been fit¬ 
ted on the A20 between Folkestone and 
Dover. 

Overnight work began at the end of last 
month to fit 8,000 studs on the 6.3-mile 
route, between Court Wood and junction 13 
of the M20, and between Court Wood and 
the Western Heights roundabout in Dover. 

A Highways Agency official said: “The 
studs allow drivers to follow the road more 
easily.” 

Burr’s new role 

KENT Highways has appointed a new 
director. John Burr has 26 years’ experience 
in highways engineering and replaces 
interim director Caroline Bruce. 

He said: “Kent Highways was on the front 
foot in the snow emergency and has been 
tackling potholes after the worst winter for 
30 years. It showed foresight in predicting 
the problem and pumping resources in.”

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‘Vigilante’ speed cameras claim 


KENT Police have denied they are 
using Big Brother techniques to 
clamp down on motorists by hand¬ 
ing out speed cameras to members 
of the public. 

The move has been bitterly attacked as pro¬ 
moting neighbourhood vigilantism. 

A camera kit has been made available to 
people in Canterbury, Whitstable and Heme 
Bay. And now police are looking for volunteers 
to help monitor the speed of motorists in their 
communities. 

The new mobile Speedwatch equipment was 
bought by the Safer Canterbury District 
Partnership. As cars pass the camera, the elec¬ 
tronics measures its speed and flashes it on a 
large roadside sign. 

Volunteers will take the vehicle registration 
number of those exceeding the limit and driv¬ 
ers will receive a warning letter from the 
police - but no fine or points. 

However, the man behind it said if the same 
drivers persistently speed through the check¬ 
points, a real police patrol will be lying in wait 
for them, and that could lead to fines and 
points on licences. 

If it’s a success, the rest of Kent may follow. 

Police Community Support Officer Graeme 
Downes said: “We have bought one set of 
equipment for this district. 

“But obviously if this does work, it is some¬ 
thing the police would probably take on board 
and spread to a wider area. 

“This is for people to use if they think there 
is a particular problem in their area. 

“It is supposed to primarily be a deterrent, 
we won’t be targeting anyone in particular. 

“The people using the equipment will be in 
high-visibility clothing and there is a large 
sign which flashes the speed of a vehicle. 



“That highlights the fact that a particular 
area has a problem and makes motorists 
aware of that and hopefully they will slow 
down every time they pass through.” 

Ian Taylor, from the Kent branch of the 
Association of British Drivers, said: “We 
don’t like speed cameras in general. 

“We don’t like this particular type 
because it puts them in the hands of people 
who are not very well trained, and invites 
vigilantism. 

“These camera need to be properly cali¬ 
brated, which can be tricky, and you can’t 
always trust them to be exact. 

“And it usually turns out that the people 
complaining about speeding motorists in 
their community are those who are doing 
the speeding. 

“There is a chance someone could repeat¬ 
edly write down the registration number of 
someone they simply don’t like and cause 
problems which are unfounded.” 

Speedwatch is already in operation in the 
East Kent area, where parishes have 
bought their own equipment, and it is 
hoped this new kit will enable the scheme 
to be extended. 


Insp Terry Chuter of the Canterbury neigh¬ 
bourhood team said: “Excess speed is one of

the most common factors contributing to colli¬ 
sions and we are keen to work with communi¬ 
ties who tell us, quite rightly, that it is one of 
the things that concerns them the most. 

“This new equipment is straightforward to 
use and I hope people will take up the oppor¬ 
tunity to join in making the area where they 
live safer for all.”

As part of a new TV show, the Westcliff 
Leisure Park and Boating Pool in Ramsgate 
has been rebranded as The Boating Pool, and 
given an extensive makeover. 

It is being mn by former professional musi¬ 
cian Thalis Thalis and his sister Katy Nico- 
laou, who has put her home up as collateral. 

Thalis said: “We really needed this. I 
applied to go on the Seaside Rescue show 
when I saw something on the internet. 

“I never expected to get on and was shocked 
when they asked to come along. It was even 
better when they agreed to take on the project. 

“Duncan was great and we didn’t fall out 
over much. The worst bit was when I told him 
we needed to boost the winter trade and he 
kept telling me I needed to clean the toilets 
and empty the bins. 

“I tried to explain that is not going to be the 
best way of bringing in winter trade, but he 
just avoided that side of things. 

“But we did get on very well. There is a 
scene on the TV advert for the show which 
makes it look like I am storming off, but the 
tmth is I just had to be somewhere. 

“I have not seen the final show and just 
hope it shows all the work and effort that has 
gone in to the place in a positive light.” 



The pool has been in the Thalis family for 
about 30 years, having previously been run 
by his uncle and father. 

Father-of-two Thalis said: “I don’t want to 
be the one who makes a mess of it. I am deter¬ 
mined to keep going even though this is a sea¬ 
sonal business. Three months of the year 
have to pay for 12, so I am still looking for 
something for it to do in the winter.” 

The boating pool was built in the 1920s and 
is now a Grade-II listed building. 

The 38-year-old said: “It was starting to 
show its age, and needed a good revamp, but 
it was hard to know where to start. 

“I am so grateful to the production compa¬ 
ny for persuading lots of local businesses to 


help us out. We put in about £8,000 of our 
own money, but have spent a lot more. 

“We needed to empty the pool, clean it all 
up, and paint a lot of the walls. It was hard 
work, but I think it has been worth it.” 

Bannatyne, who spent about four days on 
site, has a personal fortune said to be around 
£320 million from a chain of gyms, and is one 
of Britain’s most successful entrepreneurs. 

He said he wanted the show to look beyond 
cosmetic makeovers and aim for a long-term 
renewal of traditional holiday attractions.

Brave brother killed tackling suicide bomber 


A TEENAGE soldier has been killed 
after challenging a crazed suicide 
bomber in Afghanistan. 

Daniel Holkham, 19, from Chatham, 
died after the bomber detonated his 
explosive device in Helmand Province 
on Saturday, March 27. 

The young rifleman - who served in 
3rd Battalion The Rifles with brothers 
Andrew and Matthew - was killed 
instantly. His actions are thought to 
have saved the lives of countless civil¬ 
ians and fellow soldiers. 

Parents Rodney and Tracy from the 


Isle of Sheppey paid tribute to their 
son, affectionately known in his unit as 
‘Snake Eyes’. 

They said: “The loss of our son 
Danny has left a huge hole in our lives 
and that of his brothers and friends 
that can never again be filled. 

“He served his country faithfully and 
with great pride.” 

Rfti Holkham enlisted in the Army 
at the age of 16 after achieving an 
NVQ in engineering from Minster 
College in Sheemess. He joined 3 
Rifles in April, 2008, and deployed to 


Afghanistan in September of last year. 

Rfii Holkham’s body was flown home 
on Tuesday, when hundreds of people 
lined the streets of Wootton Bassett to 
pay tribute to his sacrifice. 

Lieutenant Colonel Nick Kitson, 
Commanding Officer, 3 Rifles Battle 
Group said: “Daniel Holkham was a 
model Rifleman; robust, bright and 
dedicated, he was everything a com¬ 
mander could hope for and more. 

“There is no doubt that a bright 
future lay ahead of this young man 
and it is a tragedy he has been 


robbed of the opportunity to fulfil it. 

“Rifleman Holkham was well estab¬ 
lished as the lead man in his patrol, 
responsible for searching the ground 
for buried explosive devices to allow 
his patrol to pass safely.” 

Defence Secretary Bob Ainsworth 
said: “I was deeply saddened to hear of 
the death of Rfn Daniel Holkham. 

“He was clearly an extremely brave 
and respected Rifleman, who had 
helped to save the lives of those 
around him, through his work detect¬ 
ing IEDs.” 


Silent threat of eating disorders

MENTAL health workers are urg¬ 
ing the public to recognise the seri¬ 
ousness of eating disorders as the 
number of sufferers in the UK 
reaches a staggering 1.6 million. 

According to experts, many people dismiss 
anorexia and bulimia as a ‘phase’ and some¬ 
thing that can easily be cured. 

But NHS Kent and Medway Social Care 
Partnership said there is little understanding 
behind the condition, with many secret suffer¬ 
ers unable to speak out. 

Joy Harrison, primary care liaison nurse for 
eating disorders in East Kent, said although 
there are increasing numbers of people coming 


forward, there are still hard-to-reach patients. 

“There are a lot of people who are sceptical 
and can’t understand why somebody is not 
eating,” she said. “They think by telling some¬ 
one to eat they will, but it is more complex 
than that. This attitude means sufferers won’t 
always admit they have a problem.” 

Sufferers either starve themselves, or binge 
eat before vomiting. Excessive exercise and 
using laxatives are also common. 

Self-harm 

Diabetes sufferers have also been known to 
use insulin to keep their weight down. 

Ms Harrison said eating disorders are a form 
of self-harm, which can be linked to depression 
and in many cases are a form of control. 

“Social pressures at school or if there are 
problems within a family, for example, divorce, 
can lead to the condition,” she said. 

“Or in other cases, somebody could make an 


off-the-cuff remark, such as ‘you’ve put on 
weight’ which can also lead to problems.” 

Ms Harrison said males and females of all 
ages can suffer from anorexia or bulimia. 

“Often it is detected when they go to see 
their GP about a problem they believe is not 
associated with the eating disorder, such as 
tummy pains or severe headaches. 

“With anorexic people you can usually see 
the weight loss so schools or families often 
notice the problem, but with bulimia sufferers 
it is harder to detect as there is not always the 
excessive weight loss. 

“A GP will refer the patient to us and we carry 
out assessments. Usually the person wants help 
and it’s a relief for them when we get involved.” 

Ms Harrison said NHS Kent and Medway 
Social Partnership offer psychosocial interven¬ 
tion work to help people deal with stress and 
tackle reasons behind the disorder. 

“Education is very important and working 


with people to make their lives less stressful is 
also a key thing we do,” she said. 

“Some people suffer a lot of stress through¬ 
out the day or have low self-esteem and we 
help draw up coping mechanisms.” 

NHS Medway is also tackling stress and 
anxiety through a new draft strategy. 

Mental well-being 

Lauretta Kavanagh, director of commission¬ 
ing for mental health for Kent and Medway, is 
inviting people to give their views before the 
final version is published. 

“This is about working together as a commu¬ 
nity to improve mental well-being, and to 
ensure people who develop mental illness get 
the care that best meets their needs,” she said.

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Final thoughts from departing KCC chief exec as his replacement is welcomed 
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Single tragic death 
should not define 
policy, says Gilroy

SOLITARY child death cases 
should not result in wholesale 
changes for the entire social work 
industry, claims County Hall’s 
out-going chief executive. 

Peter Gilroy spent eight years as Kent 
County Council’s director of social services 
until being promoted to the top job in 2004, 
and last week published a report claiming 
the authority was “just about coping” with 
the pressures of preventing a Baby P-type 
tragedy. 

The document made 19 recommendations 
on how to improve the department, includ¬ 
ing the need for regular updates from senior 
staff, easier computer programmes to cut 
red tape, and the introduction of new 
trainee and bursary schemes. 

However, Mr Gilroy admitted to KOS 
Media this week that he thought more chil¬ 
dren were potentially being put at risk due 
to social workers becoming over-regulated. 

He said: “Is this really going to protect the 
child when social workers are spending 80 
per cent of their time in the office and 20 per 
cent visiting families? 

“I think we’ve become over-regulated in 
this area and it’s time we took a step back to 


reflect. What we really 
need are highly compe¬ 
tent people who are 
empowered to make 
judgements regarding 
the work they are qual¬ 
ified to carry out. 

“If all we have is a 
young workforce that 
spends the majority of 
its time behind desks, 
then don’t be surprised 
if your risks go up. 

“I think as a culture 
we’ve become over-reg¬ 
ulated. The state is 
seen to be responsible 
for everything and we 
as people are not 
responsible for anything. 

“In reality we have the lowest child death 
rate outside of Ireland in the English-speak¬ 
ing world, so I think we need a balance here. 

‘We do have these terrible tragedies from 
time to time but you have to sit that in con¬ 
text with the thousands of children who are 
being protected every year. A public inquiry 
certainly shouldn’t be held in response to 
just one tragedy” 

The review carried out by Mr Gilroy was 
commissioned by KCC in December, 2008, in 
response to the Baby P scandal that resulted 
in social workers throughout the UK finding 
themselves under intense scrutiny 


The 17-month-old - who has since been 
named as Peter Connolly - died after sus¬ 
tained abuse at the hands of his mother, her 
boyfriend and their lodger in Haringey, 
north London, in August, 2007. 

Late last month Rosalind Turner, the 
head of KCC’s child protection services, 
issued a public apology when it emerged a 
social worker failed to act on a warning 
about a man who went on to kill his baby 
daughter. 

Christopher Sellman, 24, from Tunbridge 
Wells, was found guilty of the November, 
2008, manslaughter of his 25-day-old 
daughter Tiffany when he appeared at 
Maidstone Crown Court last week. 

Mr Gilroy said: ‘We all get frustrated 
when we see these tragedies occurring but 
overall social workers are better today 

“However, the number of referrals they 
are receiving is staggering. 

“In the last year there has been a more 
than 20 per cent increase in Kent alone. 
That always happens after a public inquiry 
because people become very nervous and 
report everything. 

“While it’s good that people are being vig¬ 
ilant, it does take up a lot of time and 
resources for the social workers who have to 
look into every single report.” 
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Web TV experience invaluable, despite failure 


KENT County Council will benefit from the fail¬ 
ure of its internet television station, says chief 
executive Peter Gilroy, one of the men behind 
the project. 

He admitted he was disappointed with the 
decision to drop Kent TV earlier this year, but 
said the experience would prove invaluable to 
the authority. 

Launched in 2007 and funded by £1.8 million 
of public money, the website only attracted 
2,500 visitors per day and came under con¬ 
stant attack from opposition members and 
taxpayers. However, Mr Gilroy said he was 


confident we had not seen the last of such 
projects. 

“Maybe it was before its time, who knows?” 
he said. “But I think other councils will be 
doing it in the future and Kent will take some of 
the experiences of the station with them. 

“I think KCC will have the best digital media 
one day and people will probably moan about 
that too. I was disappointed, but innovation is 
like that. When you’re pushing against conven¬ 
tion it’s always going to be controversial.” 

When Kent TV launched in 2007 it was 
intended to be self-funding through advertising 


by the end of its two-year pilot, but the station 
only made £10,000 from that source in its first 
seven months. 

In addition to those who accused the author¬ 
ity of wasting taxpayers’ money, others said it 
was undemocratic for a council to be allowed 
to choose the news it broadcast. 

Mr Gilroy said: “My argument has always 
been that unless all of us understand what’s 
going on in the world in terms of the digital rev¬ 
olution and we all start to work more closely 
together, then the future generations will won¬ 
der what the hell we’ve been doing.” 


‘Katherine will do well’ 


PETER Gilroy has given his backing to the 
woman who will replace him in the top job at 
Kent County Council. 

Current Northamptonshire County 
Council chief executive Katherine Kerswell 
will move to Kent in early July, where she 
will take up the new position of group man¬ 
aging director. 

And Mr Gilroy, who plans to run his own 
consultancy firm when he leaves the author¬ 
ity on May 8, says he is confident she will do 
well. 

He said: “I don’t know her a great deal, but 
I know she’s someone who is passionate 
about innovation and will carry on that tra¬ 
dition here in Kent. 


“I’m sure she will want to continue the 
great progress we have made over the last 
five or six years, which have been the best for 
the council in terms of increasing its global 
profile. 

“I hope Kent goes from success to success 
with Katherine at the helm, and I wish her 
well.” 

Mr Gilroy received a standing ovation 
after delivering his farewell speech to the 
council on Thursday, after which his succes¬ 
sor was officially endorsed.

ONE of the three landmark tow¬ 
ers on top of the White Cliffs of 
Dover has been demolished. 

The Ministry of Defence said the decision 
was taken as the condition of the 95ft high 
steel lattice structure was deteriorating. 

“We were concerned it could be a health 
and safety hazard, hence the need for it be 
demolished to ground level,” said an MoD 
spokesman. “A small single-storey building, 
steel cables and an equipment shelter are 
also being removed.” 

The radar station - which originally had 
four masts - was vital in the defence of the 
country during the Battle of Britain. 

Its towers provided early warning of the 
waves of attacking Luftwaffe aircraft, 


enabling RAF fighters to be scrambled to 
meet them. 

During World War Two the Germans never 
knew how important the station was in help¬ 
ing to defeat the aerial assault - and save 
Britain from a Nazi invasion. 

The masts were put up in the spring of 


1939 and by summer were fully operational. 

They formed an important part of what was 
then known as the Chain Home System of 
radar detection stations across the country. 

The station was top secret in order to keep 
the knowledge of the early warning devices 
from the Nazis. However, the masts were vis- 


js ible to Germans on the coast of France after 
| their conquest of the country in 1940. 

^ Luftwaffe chief Herman Goering himself 
s viewed them through a pair of binoculars. 

1 With advanced - for the time - photo- 
o graphic equipment, the Germans used a long 
^ lens and an infra-red camera to take a pic- 
§ ture using a five minute exposure technique. 
° However the results were misinterpreted 
and the buildings which form the Duke of 
York’s Military School were thought to be in 
front of the complex. 

Raids on the masts were ordered in the 
early stages of the Battle of Britain but 
called off relatively quickly. 

Their significance in detecting the attack¬ 
ing squadrons was never realised. 

The tower which has been removed was 
used during the Cold War for communica¬ 
tions purposes, before housing a commercial 
mast. It was not a listed structure and had 
not been used by the MoD for many years.

His death in 1993, at the age of 51, to 
bowel cancer led to his widow Stephanie to 
set up the fund as part of Cancer Research 
UK and it has raised more than £12 million 
and funded 36 projects across the UK. 

The memorabilia fair takes place in the 
club’s Stripes Bar on Sunday, April 11, from 
llam-2pm. Entrance is 50p for adults and 
free for children and there will also be a raf¬ 
fle on the day.

He said: “The main reason I’m standing in 
Bexhill and Battle is the Conservative MP 
there, Gregory Barker, has one of the worst 
expenses records.” 

Mr Wheeler said Mr Barker had escaped 
criticisim from David Cameron because he 
was key ally of the party leader. 

“I’m not particularly aware of any MPs in 
Kent who have behaved as badly as Barker, 
but I’d be fine with anyone standing for 
Trust in the county. 

“All they need to do is be completely honest 
about their expenses and do what is right for 
their constituents.” 

Mr Barker - the Tories’ climate change 
spokesman - made headlines last May when

he was accused of making a profit of 
£320,000 in two years by buying and selling 
a flat bought with the help of expenses. 

Trust was officially launched just hours 
after new rules for MPs’ expenses were 
announced, including a ban on taxpayer- 
funded second homes and an end to cleaning 
and gardening claims. 

However, among Mr Wheeler’s proposals is 
the introduction of a parliamentary court 
with the power to jail MPs who fiddle 
expenses. 

The only other Trust candidate so far is 
Douglas Taylor, who will be standing in the 


Scottish constituency of Perth and North 
Perthshire. 

Mr Wheeler said: “I hope to get a good 
deal of support for the party and within 
only a day or two of the announcement I 
received a lot of emails from people who 
want to help. 

“It’s hard to predict how well we’ll do at 
the election because this is almost an 
unprecedented situation, but people are 
really angry with politicians and feel they 
just don’t get it. 

“Whenever they open their mouths it’s to 
excuse something they’ve done or to say 
something’s not as bad as it seems, and hope¬ 
fully that will work to my advantage.” 

Mr Wheeler made his fortune as the 
founder of the IG Index spread-betting firm 


and made political history in 2000 when he 
donated £5m to the Tories under William 
Hague. 

He also made a £500,000 contribution 
while Michael Howard was leader, as well as 
several payments of £50,000 under Mr 
Cameron. 

However, Mr Wheeler was expelled from 
the party in March, last year, after giving 
£100,000 to the UK Independence Party 
ahead of the European elections, and he does 
not expect to ever be welcomed back. 

He said: “I didn’t abandon them, they 
abandoned me. I don’t imagine a reconcilia¬ 
tion is very likely now.”

Gale fears new 
rules will deter 
most talented 

TOUGHER Commons expenses rules could 
dissuade the best candidates from standing 
for election, veteran Tory MP Roger Gale has 
warned. 

Mr Gale, who has represented North Thanet 
for almost 27 years, said the banning of sec¬ 
ond home purchases and the setting of new 
limits for rental payments on flats could deter 
would-be politicians with young families. 

He said: “We risk ending up with only young 
and inexperienced ‘anorak’ politicians or 
ones who are very rich, and that’s not what 
Parliament wants. 



“It wants people prepared to give up their 
careers when they are at the very top, but if 
they’re going to do that it’s got to be possible 
for them to do so financially.” 

According to rules introduced by the 
Independent Parliamentary Standards 


Authority on Monday, MPs will also have to 
pay their own commuting fees and will no 
longer be able to claim for anything without a 
receipt. However, they will be allowed to con¬ 
tinue employing relatives after a successful 
campaign led by Mr Gale’s wife, Suzy, who is 
his fully-qualified executive PA and secretary. 

Mr Gale, 66, said that while they welcomed 
the decision, it was one his spouse fought for 
on behalf of future partners of MPs. 

He added: “I think it’s a wise move but it’s 
not about being happy or unhappy, it’s about 
trying to make sure the Commons is a place 
that works practically for those coming after 
us. I’m not sure how many more elections I 
will fight and Suzy won’t be continuing for 
more than five years anyway, so it doesn’t 
affect us in the slightest. 

“But we know from experience how valu¬ 
able it can be to employ relatives and how 
well it works. It’s also very good value for 
money.” 


The gambling

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Drivers make a noise 
over crossing sale plan 


A TRIAL banning heavy vehi¬ 
cles from overtaking on a 
stretch of the A20 near the 
Port of Dover came into force on 
Tuesday. 

The aim is to reduce congestion, 
improve journey-time reliability and 
cut the risk of accidents caused by 
slow-moving vehicles. 

Lorries of 7.5 tonnes or more will 


be banned from overtaking on the 
uphill, two-mile westbound section 
of the A20 dual carriageway leaving 
the port. This is intended to free the 
outside lane for faster traffic, reduc¬ 
ing congestion and cutting the risk 
of accidents. 

The year-long trial will be made 
possible by a weight restriction on 
the outside lane.

ANGRY motorists sounded their 
horns in disapproval after 
Chancellor Alistair Darling 
revealed the Treasury was press¬ 
ing ahead with plans to sell the 
Dartford Crossing. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown wants to 
raise £16 billion to reduce the Govern¬ 
ment’s large budget deficit, and last year 
put the crossing forward as part of a portfo¬ 
lio of‘non-financial assets’ he would be pre¬ 
pared to offload. 

The plan was criticised by road-users and 
freight companies who feared any private 
owner would increase the toll charges, but 
Mr Darling confirmed during last week’s 
Budget speech that Treasury officials were 
finalising options for the sale. 

In response to the announcement, more 
than 5,000 motorists sounded their horns 
at the crossing last Friday as part of a cam¬ 
paign organised by Dartford’s Lib Dem can¬ 
didate James Willis. 

He said: “It gave 
motorists who regu¬ 
larly use the cross¬ 
ing a chance to sim¬ 
ply express their 
disgust at the plans. 

“Clearly if it is pri¬ 
vatised it cannot be 
free, so we must 
work together to fight 
the rip-off. The aim 
is to send a message 
to the next govern¬ 
ment that we will not 
tolerate pollution 
and an unjust toll. 

“Our campaign is 
backed up by the reaction of Dartford resi¬ 
dents, a thousand of whom have now signed 
our petition against the sale. This demon¬ 
strates the depth of local feeling.”

When the Queen Elizabeth II Bridge was 
built in 1991, the Conservative government 
of the time promised motorists they would 
no longer be charged to cross the Thames 
once the cost of construction had been met. 

However, the tolls remained once the debt 
was cleared in 2003, and in late 2008 road- 
users were even hit with increased charges 
at certain parts of the day. 

News of the impending sale also sparked 
concern among supporters of a proposed 
second Lower Thames Crossing to ease the 
pressures on the existing bridge. 

But late last year Kent County Council 
revealed it had been told by Transport 
Secretary Lord Adonis that both crossings 
could be sold to a private company as one 
single asset, ensuring the viability of the 
proposed new facility. 

Dartford’s Tory candidate Gareth Johnson 
was “deeply disappointed” the Government 
was pressing ahead with the plans. 

He added: “Selling off the crossing would 
have huge ramifications for Dartford. 

“This government has shown a complete 
disregard for local residents when dealing 
with the crossing. Not only have they gone 
back on their promise of scrapping the tolls 
once the bridge has been paid for, they are 
finalising their plans to use the crossing to 
pay for its financial mismanagement. 

“I shudder to think what this will do to 
the price of the tolls, and selling to a private 
company could make the hope of scrapping 
the tolls an almost impossible dream. 

“It would complete the Government’s cat¬ 
alogue of failure on the crossing and would 
be the price local residents are forced to pay 
for this Government’s mountain of debt.”

End to Army hero’s 50-year wait for medal 


AN ARMY veteran who risked his life 
in two battle zones has finally 
received his medals, thanks to his MR 

John Collins served with the Royal 
West Kent Regiment, during the 
Suez Crises and then during politi¬ 
cal troubles in Cyprus between 
Britain, Greece and Turkey when 
the island was divided. 

Mr Collins, 74, said: “I felt I 
deserved the medals - I had done 
my bit, but never got them, which 
was upsetting. I reckon they just for¬ 
got about me. I wrote a couple of 
times, but nothing ever happened, 


and I resigned myself to never get¬ 
ting them. 

“I was among the first to arrive in 
Egypt, and when the front section of 
the landing craft went down, you 
just go into automatic and don’t 
think of the dangers. You just use 
your training.” 

Northern Ireland 

Mr Collins attends the annual 
memorial service near his home 
in Sutton Valence, Maidstone, 
every year, and sees his local MP 
Hugh Robertson, himself a former 


military man. The MP won an 
Army scholarship to university and 
was an officer for 10 years until 
1995, serving in the Life Guards. 
He commanded the Household 
Cavalry for the 1993 Queen’s 
Birthday Parade and State 
Opening of Parliament. 

Mr Robertson saw active service in 
Northern Ireland, the Gulf War, 
Bosnia, and with the UN in Cyprus. 

Mr Collins said: “I was chatting to 
Mr Robertson and he asked where I 
had served, and I told him. He then 
asked where my medals were, and I 


told him they were never sent to me. 

“Now after a 50-year wait, they are 
here, and I am delighted, but still a 
bit bit annoyed at waiting so long.” 

The General Service Medal was 
presented to the Army veteran by 
The Mayor of Maidstone in a cere¬ 
mony in Sutton Valence. 

Modest man 

After enquiries at the House of 
Commons Library, Mr Robertson 
wrote to the Secretary of State for 
Defence and the Medal Office to con¬ 
firm that Mr Collins was eligible. 


After copies of his service record 
were obtained, the medal, a General 
Service Medal with bars for service 
in Cyprus and the Near East was 
delivered and presented. 

Mr Robertson said: “Like many vet¬ 
erans, John is a modest and quiet 
man so it was a wonderful moment to 
see his face light up when the mayor 
presented him with his medal. 

“Nobody is quite sure why he was 
not awarded the medal 50 years ago 
but it is great he has got it now and 
his three grandsons were there to 
see it awarded.”

RESEARCH into a wartime 
family death has led to an 
amateur historian uncover¬ 
ing the fate of the crews 
of RAF wartime Lancaster 
bombers who took to the 
skies on October 14,1944. 

Marc Hall set out to find what hap¬ 
pened to his grandfather’s cousin, Sgt 
Richard Wolsey, who was one of seven 
crew members who died when their 
aircraft was shot down a few miles 
north west of the target German city of 
Duisberg. 

But as his research widened into 
examining all the raids that particular 
night he also uncovered the fate of a 
Kent airman whose aircraft went down 
in a raid on the city of Brunswick. 

Fire 

Sgt George Boyd of 61 Squadron, 
who lived in Sandwich, was wireless 
operator on the aircraft that was lost. 

“He was on board Lancaster ME595 
which was hit by anti-aircraft fire on 
the bombing run and caught fire,” said 
Mr Hall. 

“All the seven crew managed to bail 
out but two of them were killed. 

“One was Sgt George Boyd. He was 
injured in the aircraft by fragments of 
the flak shells and was helped out by 
another crewman. Unfortunately, 
George’s parachute got caught on some-

thing and unpacked in the aircraft. 

“The chute could not be repacked 
and with the aircraft going down in 
flames, he had to just jump. 
Unfortunately it didn’t deploy proper¬ 
ly and he was killed.” 

One other member of the crew also 
died that night. 

“Flight engineer Sgt Cyril Webb sur¬ 
vived the bail out and was on the run 
for four days,” said Mr Hall. “But he 
was captured by and murdered by the 
Germans, who shot him. 

“The British captured the three sus¬ 
pects after the war and had them 
hanged in 1947 for war crimes. 

“Sgt Webb and Sgt Boyd are buried 
side by side in the Hanover 


war cemetery which is looked after 
by the Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission.” 

Mr Hall has managed to locate Sgt 
Boyd’s brother Paddy, who lives in 
Deal, and has told him the story. 

He has also spoken to the pilot of the 
lost Lancaster, Norman Hoad, who 
retired from the RAF with the senior 
rank of Air Vice Marshall. 

Mr Hall has extended his research 
into all the bombers lost on that partic¬ 
ular raid, visited crash sites in 
Germany of the aircraft that were lost, 
visited graves and spoken to relatives. 

The RAF action that night was not 
wholly successful as cloud cover 
obscured much of the original target of 
Duisberg. 

The city was one of the heaviest 
defended in Germany as it was a 
major port and industrial part of the 
Ruhr Valley. The targets were factories 
making war material along with 
chemical and steel plants. 

So a second sortie took 
place the same evening and a 
total of 1,000 heavy bombers 
pounded the target - with 
more success as the weather 
had cleared. 

Sgt Boyd’s aircraft was part 
of a force of 230 bombers 
which attacked Brunswick on 
the same night, after having

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Ready to pounce 
after change in 
miaow drug law

CUSTOMS officers are ready to 
clamp down on smugglers trying 
to import party drug mephedrone 
through the county’s borders. 

It comes after Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson announced this week the substance 
could be made illegal by as soon as April 16, 
after recommendations by the Advisory 
Council on the Misuse of Drugs (ACMD). 

Mephedrone - also known as miaow miaow 
or MKat - is part of the cathinone drug 
group, developed from the active ingredient 
khat, taken from a North African plant. 

It is either snorted or taken in pill form and 
is believed to have been responsible for seven 
deaths nationwide. 

New research by the ACMD, however, sug¬ 
gests the true number is more likely to be 26. 
UK Border Agency staff at the Port of Dover 
and the Channel Tunnel in Folkestone have 
been notified of the upcoming changes and 
are getting ready to stamp out imports of the 
drug. 

A spokeswoman admitted officers current¬ 
ly have no power to seize cathinone-based 
chemicals being brought into the county, due 
to medicine laws. 

She said: “Mephedrone has previously been 
imported as ‘plant feed’ or ‘bath salts’ or prod¬ 
ucts ‘not for human consumption’ in order to 
avoid medicines and poisons legislation 
under the Open General Import Licence 
(OGIL). 

“But the Home Secretary has excluded 
mephedrone and a range of similar chemicals 
from being eligible to import under OGIL. 

“This means Border Agency officers can use 
Customs and Excise Management Act 1979 
powers to seize any suspected imports.” 


Officers will also be able to destroy any 
shipments of the drug. 

The spokeswoman added: “It is likely that 
by mid-April mephedrone and other cathi¬ 
none derivatives will be controlled as a class 
B drug, making it a criminal offence to 
unlawfully import, export, supply, offer to 
supply, possess with intent to supply or be in 
simple possession of these substances.” 

Mephedrone - which swept the party scene 
in the last 18 months - can be bought legal¬ 
ly for about £10 a gram, although some sell¬ 
ers are trying to get rid of stock by cutting 
prices to as little as £4. 

Others are directing customers away from 
their websites due to media pressure over 
distribution. 

The drug is most commonly bought via the 
internet, although some shops in the county 
do stock it under the guise of‘plant food’. 

James (named changed), from Dover, 
bought mephedrone for a night out. 

Anxious 

“The bag said ‘plant food - not for human 
consumption’, but I knew that was what it 
was sold as,” he said. 

“I took it with friends and was fine for a 
couple of hours, I just felt wide awake, but 
after I got home I lay in bed and my heart 
started beating really fast. 

“I couldn’t sleep and was awake for 12 
hours, feeling dazed and anxious. It was hor¬ 
rible, like a bad dream. It also left me feeling 
depressed for days. My friends had the same 
experience and we never took it again.” 

Sgt Ian Jones said Kent Police were educat¬ 
ing young people about the harm 
mephadrone can cause. He said: “We are well 
equipped to deal with trends in drug use and 
can adapt to changes in the law immediately. 

“Our advice is clear: do not take anything 
unless it has been prescribed for your use by 
your doctor.”

WHY did the chicken cross 
the road? Because scientists 
had already sequenced its 
DNA and it wanted to meet 
the zebra finch has joined it 
as the only birds on the plan¬ 
et to undergo such research, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Darren Griffin, professor of genet¬ 
ics at the school of biosciences at the 
University of Kent, is one of an inter¬ 
national group of scientists to have 
mapped the small bird’s genome. 

The chicken was completed in 2004 
and scientists say this new work will 
help them better understand how 
humans work. 

The research was published by 
Nature magazine. 

The team said the work offers a 
unique opportunity to understand 
the genetics behind the wiring and 
re-wiring of the human brain during 
learning and memory, as well as 
many other individual features such 
as immunity and fertility. 

It was no straightforward task 
though. Teams from across the USA, 
Europe and the Middle East, includ¬ 
ing seven UK-based research groups, 
have contributed to the project. 

Prof Griffin said: “One of our key 
findings was the genetic basis of a lot

of the variation between chickens 
and zebra finches. 

“Clearly the two birds are very dif¬ 
ferent, but the evidence we had 
before suggested their genomes were 
very similar. In fact, we now have a 
clear idea of why this is not the case. 

“The chicken was a great start for 
genomic studies because of the agri¬ 
cultural and embryology angle. 

“In evolution chickens are a bit out 
on a limb and the zebra finch is a 
much better representative of the 
majority of birds. 

“From here, we can use the infor¬ 


mation and tools that we have devel¬ 
oped to study many aspects of bird 
evolution and ecology.” 

Prof Douglas Kell, the chief execu¬ 
tive of the Biotechnology and 
Biological Sciences Research Council, 
said: “Genome data like these are 
extremely valuable and it is really 
important to fulfil the potential of 
such information. 

“There is considerable excellence in 
the UK in bioinformatics and we are 
thinking hard about how best to 
make these large collections of data 
available for researchers.” 

The science teams said zebra finch¬ 
es and other songbirds have one 
important thing in common with 
humans: they learn how to converse 
with one another, which is rare in 
other animals. 

Chickens do not demonstrate this 
kind of vocalisation and so a compar¬ 
ison between the zebra finch and 
chicken genomes has helped to iden¬ 
tify where the genes directly involved 
in vocal learning are located. 

It has been known for a while that 
listening to songs turns genes on or 
off in certain areas of the brain of a 
zebra finch. 

This project has shown that there 
are also important changes in what 
the genome actually produces when 
a young male zebra finch first learns 
his song from an adult tutor.

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Battle over ‘illeg al’ 
interviews of child 

asylum seekers 


YOUNG asylum-seekers detained 
at Dover are being denied basic 
care during “unlawful” interviews 
with customs officers, says a new 
report, writes Steve Knight 

The Refugee and Migrant Justice (RMJ) 
charity says many children are refused food, 
rest and medicine until after they have com¬ 
pleted “oppressive” grillings with UK Border 
Agency (UKBA) staff. 

In its report - Safe at Last? Children on the 
Front Line of Border Control - the organisa¬ 
tion also alleges young migrants do not have 
access to legal or adult representatives, nor 
translators. 

Chief executive Caroline Slocock said: 
“Unaccompanied children coming into Dover 
arrive hungry, cold and often ill, having trav¬ 
elled for months in situations of great danger 
- fleeing countries like Afghanistan. 

“Their welcome is an interview by the 
Border Agency that often puts welfare at risk 
and is used to gather information that is later 
used against them. Such interviews - carried 
out without an independent adult or legal rep¬ 
resentative present, and sometimes without 
the right interpreters - would be entirely 


unacceptable anywhere else in Britain. 
Children should not be treated in this way.” 

RMJ says it first raised concerns about the 
‘illegal’ interviews in March, 2009, when its 
Does Every Child Matter? report alleged the 
UKBA was failing in both the principle and 
practice of protecting the welfare of young asy¬ 
lum-seekers, as set out in the agency’s own 
code of practice. 

The charity claims at least 20 interviews 
take place every month involving children as 
young as 12, but believes the figure could be 
much higher. 

Mrs Slocock said: “They say the interviews 


are intended to help protect children but, on 
the ground, unacceptable treatment contin¬ 
ues. Children seeking asylum should be given 
care first, not subjected to questioning. 

“We are taking this to the courts but in the 
meantime believe the interviews should stop.” 

Sixteen-year-old asylum-seeker Zubeir says 
he entered Dover suffering from a leg injury 
caused by a bomb explosion in his native 
Afghanistan, as well as stab wounds. 

However, he claims the UKBA interviewers 
showed little concern for his welfare and 
instead continued to ask him questions. 

He said: “I kept apologising and said I was 


feeling very ill from my journey and that I 
needed help and treatment, but they kept ask¬ 
ing me lots of questions. After the interview I 
was told to wait for some hours. They did not 
tell me I could see a doctor and I was never 
asked if I wanted one.” 

RMJ has now applied to the High Court 
requesting a judicial review of the interviews, 
and on their use in the decision-making process¬ 
es that later affect a child’s asylum claim. 

However, UKBA strategic director for pro¬ 
tection Hugh Ind said it was not true young¬ 
sters were denied basic needs such as rest, 
food or medicine. 

He said: ‘We have a statutory duty to safe¬ 
guard and promote the welfare of children 
who are in the UK and we take this duty very 
seriously. To ascertain a child’s welfare we 
need to speak to them and therefore an initial 
interview is necessary. 

“We will continue to ensure vulnerable chil¬ 
dren are referred to child welfare agencies or 
the police as soon as possible. Our staff and 
interpreters have clear guidance on how to 
conduct interviews and comply with a code of 
conduct.”

GOING DOWN: 
The first chimney 
stack on the way 



Landmarks take a big tumble 


THIS is the moment Kent’s skyline 
changed for ever as two giant 
chimney stacks were brought 
crashing to the ground. 

The pair of 550ft chimneys 
came down in seconds last week¬ 
end with the detonation of well- 
placed explosives. 

As crowds watched and cheered, 
the stacks toppled into clouds of 
dust as hoses pumping water onto 
the debris battled to keep the fall¬ 
out to a minimum. 


The demolition took place at the 
Lafarge Cement site in Northfleet, 
near Gravesend. 

For two centuries the towers had 
lorded it over the landscape, yet 
they tumbled in almost the blink of 
an eye. 

It was the biggest demolition 
project in Europe for years and 
now the site will become part of a 
regeneration scheme. Lafarge is 
turning the area into a mixed-use 
development that will include 


homes, shops and a riverside prom¬ 
enade - a far cry from the heavy 
industry for the past 200 years. 

The firm also has plans to build 
an aggregates import terminal at 
the former cement works, which 
shut in 2008. This part of the proj¬ 
ect will create about 100 jobs. 

Company official David Simms 
said: “Our vision is to reconnect 
Northfleet with the riverside, revi¬ 
talise job opportunities and regen¬ 
erate derelict land.” 
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Kent’s only used car Supermarket 
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MARCH 31, 1990, is remem¬ 
bered by some as one of the 
defining moments of Margaret 
Thatcher’s premiership, writes 
Steve Knight 

That was the day thousands gathered 
in Trafalgar Square to protest - and 
later riot - about the infamous poll tax 
that Mrs Thatcher’s Conservative gov¬ 
ernment had forced upon every house¬ 
hold in the country 

But despite the fires, looting and vio¬ 
lence of that day, there are still many 
who were involved in the riots - such as 
Class War founder Ian Bone - who recall 
them with pleasure. 

Mr Bone, who grew up as the son of a 
butler in Goudhurst, near Maidstone, 
became a tabloid hate figure for his role 
in the anarchist group. 

He said: “The poll tax was unfair and 
people were determined not to pay it. 
The newspapers said some people were 
offered money to take part in the riots, 
but nobody needed any inducement. 

“People don’t believe it now, but it was 
like a carnival and I had a great time. 
And the best thing was we won for once. 

“I was ready to storm Downing Street 
and drag Thatcher out and it probably 
could have been done, because the police 
lost control. People were so angry about 
the tax there wasn’t much the police 
could have done.” 

The poll tax - or community charge - 
represented the abolition of rates based 
on the value of a property, and the intro¬ 
duction of a fixed charge per adult. 

Critics pointed out that under the sys¬ 
tem, a millionaire living on his own would 
be paying less than the average family. 

However, the riots of March 31 along 
with an anti-payment campaign persuad¬ 
ed Thatcher’s successor John Major to 
replace the levy with council tax in 1993. 

Mr Bone said: “I’m proud of what we 
achieved that day and believe we were 
instrumental in bringingThatcher down. 

“It proved that direct action on the 
streets can be better than voting on 
polling day, because when the mob turns 
against you there’s nothing you can do.” 

Class War advocated violent revolution 
through its newspaper and was active 
through most of the 1980s and 90s and 
organised ‘Bash the Rich’ events. 

However, it was the poll tax riots that 
brought the group to prominence and 
even resulted in a television interview 
for Mr Bone with Jonathan Ross. 

Mr Bone said: “You’d have thought I’d 
enjoy becoming a minor celebrity, but it 
wasn’t that great. 

“The police basically fingered Class War 
and the people behind it for being respon¬ 
sible for the riots, and a lot of people went 
down for throwing bricks and stuff. 

“As for Jonathan Ross, I had no fear 
because I was completely drunk and 
can’t remember a thing we talked about.”

‘High calibre candidates’ 


FIVE of the UK’s top police offi¬ 
cers have been selected as poten¬ 
tial candidates for the position of 
Kent’s new chief constable. 

The hopefuls were chosen from a list of 
eight applicants by the Kent Police 
Authority’s appointments panel and now 
must face an intense two-day interview 
before a final decision is made in May. 

Ann Barnes, chair of the authority, said the 
selection process for the £150,000-a-year job 
was “extremely difficult” but believes these 
candidates have what it takes to fill the role, 
which was left open following Mike Fuller’s 
move to be HM Chief Inspector of the Crown 
Prosecution Service last month. 

Mrs Barnes said the standard of applicants 
for the chief constable’s job at Kent Police was 
outstanding, making the task of drawing up 
the shortlist difficult. 


She said: “We had a high number of appli¬ 
cants for this sort of job - Kent is a very pop¬ 
ular force and this county is like no other 
when it comes to policing.” 

Mrs Barnes said the mix of urban and rural 
communities creates real challenges for Kent 
Police and its chief constable. 

“This combination means different sorts of 
policing are needed,” she said. 

“We’ve also got millions of people coming 
through the county because of the port and 
the Channel tunnel, which can bring so much 
misery through organised crime. I think Kent 
is one of the hardest counties to police so it’s 
vital we choose the right person.” 

Mrs Barnes said the prospective chief con¬ 
stable will be faced with a number of chal¬ 
lenges, including financial cutbacks, with a 
potential loss of £20 million from its budget 
over the next few years. 

But she stressed the calibre of the appli- 
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cants fills her with confidence and she admits 
to being in no doubt that each candidate 
would be good for the job. 

“The shortlisted candidates really under¬ 
stand the challenges of policing this wonder¬ 
ful county of ours,” she said. 

Deputy chief constable Adrian Leppard will 
take on the job temporarily until the position 
is filled at the beginning of August. 

Mr Leppard had been expected to apply for 
the role permanently after the Kent Police 
Authority said it would seek an exemption to 
rules which state a senior officer who has been 
deputy and assistant chief constable is unable 
to apply for the top job at the same force. 

But Mrs Barnes confirmed that Mr 
Leppard, who missed out on the chief consta¬ 
ble position at Norfolk Constabulary in 
January, did not apply. However, he said he 
was delighted to be appointed the role of tem¬ 
porary chief constable. 

“There are exciting and challenging 
opportunities ahead, including our ongoing 
commitment to listen to the people of Kent 
and Medway and deal with the issues that 
really matter to them,” he said. 

Shortlist 

• Giles York, 43, is Deputy Chief 
Constable for Sussex Police. He started his 
career in Kent in 1990 and has served as 
Area Commander of Medway, and Head of 
Special Branch at Kent Police. 

• Ian Learmonth, 52, is Deputy Chief 
Constable for Norfolk Police. He has been 
a serving police officer since 1976 and 
served at two other UK police forces before 
joining Norfolk Constabulary. 

• Simon Ash, 49, is Chief Constable of 
Suffolk Police. He originally began his 
career at Kent Police in 1982. 

• Simon Cole, 43, is Deputy Chief 


THE chair of the Kent Police 
Authority has admitted she was 
disappointed that only one 
woman applied for the job of Kent 
chief constable. 

Ann Barnes, pictured, 
said it showed the 
force is still a male- 
dominated profession 
and confessed she had 
hoped more female 
officers would have 
applied. 

“Only one woman went for the job and 
she didn’t make the shortlist,” she said. 

“I was disappointed there were not more 
female candidates. Unfortunately there 
are very few women in senior positions. 

“There has never been a female chief 
constable at Kent Police.” 

Mrs Barnes said she has been working 
towards improving the progression 
of women within the force. In 2006, a 
gender strategy group was set up to 
address the matter. 

But Mrs Barnes admitted that to go for 
the chief constable job, the candidate 
would have to have completed a Senior 
Command Course, which is only 
available for officers at chief 
superintendent level, of which there 
is only one woman in Kent Police. 

Currently, there are 1,036 female 
officers - with the highest-ranking officer 
being Detective Chief Superintendent 
Debbie Doe. 

Mrs Barnes said: “Women can reach 
these levels, but progression is tough. 

“The situation is improving. We now 
have more women going through the 
promotion barriers so we are cracking 
the obstacles. 

“We’ve taken positive action to change 
the situation and I think it is working.” 

Before leaving his position as chief 
constable, Mike Fuller said a modern 
responsive police service needs a range 
of opinions and experience that only a 
balanced workforce can provide. 

“Since 1978, we have increased the 
number of female officers by more than 
350 per cent,” he said. “Women work 
across a variety of roles in the force, 
such as forensics, emergency response, 
firearms and investigation.”

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Can we handle winter better? 


A CONSULTATION is to be held to 
look at the authorities’ response to 
the icy onslaught that brought 
Kent’s transport network to its 
knees, writes Steve Knight. 

Roads were gridlocked, ferries delayed and 
trains cancelled during the worst winter 
weather in more than 30 years, resulting in 
the county council declaring three ‘snow emer¬ 
gencies’ between December and February. 

Operation Stack 

Following a review of how well the authority 
coped during the big freeze, district and parish 
councils have now been asked to give their 
views and suggest future improvements. 

A high-level meeting with the police, 
Highways Agency, Eurotunnel and ferry oper¬ 


ators will also be held to discuss the problems 
caused by Operation Stack on the M20. 

Cabinet member for the environment Cllr 
Nick Chard told KOS Media the results of the 
consultation, to start in April, would help shape 
the council’s 2010-11 winter service plan. 

He added: “I’m going to be asking for any 
improvements they would like to see that will 
not have a negative impact on council tax. 

“I would like to put forward some sugges¬ 
tions about how we can deal with very isolat¬ 
ed communities - like perhaps giving them 
their own stock of salt for the roads.” 

Cllr Chard’s winter service review revealed 
that between October and December, almost 
13,700 tonnes of salt were used on Kent’s 
roads, compared to an average of just over 
8,100 tonnes during the same period for the 
previous four years. 

It is estimated that a total of 35,000 tonnes 


will have been used between October and the 
end of this month. 

During the cold snap, workmen at the coun¬ 
cil’s maintenance contractor Ringway were 
put on 24-hour duty, while Kent Highway 
Services staff worked weekends. 

Salting trucks were also deployed to the 
steep A229 and A249 roads leading in and out 
of Maidstone, with the routes being constantly 
patrolled to keep them clear. 

Improvements 

Cllr Chard said: “I think the county coped 
very well with the weather, but of course there 
were also things we should have done better.” 

Despite Cllr Chard’s praise of the roads 
response, his report acknowledges rail servic¬ 
es were badly hit during the freezing weather. 

There were 100 instances where 
Southeastern train services were significant-

ly delayed, with the average delay lasting one 
hour 20 minutes, and the longest seven hours. 

He also refers to the problems caused by 
Eurostar trains that broke down in the 
Channel Tunnel in December, as well as the the 
traffic problems that followed Operation Stack. 

A date has not yet been set for the meeting to 
discuss the problem, which will also be attend¬ 
ed by Dover council and Dover Harbour Board. 

Cllr Chard said: “Operation Stack creates a 
huge problem. Improvements can be made.”

Why 


class size does matter 


There are 30 reasons why vour 

infant school appeal is destined 
to fail, education adviser Peter 

Read warns anxious parents 


IT’S THAT time of year 
when parents call me or 
visit my website to ask 
about supporting them 
in an infant class school 
appeal. 

Many are taken aback when I 
explain that, in the vast majority 
of cases, although parents have a 
legal right to appeal and the local 
authority is obliged to tell them 
their rights, they have no chance 
of success. 

Regulations - known as infant 
class legislation - compel schools 
to keep class sizes restricted to 30 
or fewer, with one class teacher, 
except for certain very specific 
and rare exceptions. 

The number of additional 
teaching assistants is irrelevant. 

Independent panels are 
instructed not to uphold appeals 
that would take such class sizes 
over 30 children, again with rare 
exceptions. 

The main one is where the 
admissions authority, usually the 
county council but, in the case of 
foundation or voluntary-aided 
schools the governing body, has 
made an error in ranking the 
children so that someone has 
been omitted by mistake. 

The regulations can be found at 
www.dcsf.gov.uk/sacode. 

Occasionally an appeals panel 
will be swung by powerful miti¬ 
gating circumstances to uphold a 
case against the rules (there has 
been a spate of twins sent to dif¬ 


ferent schools recently), but con¬ 
tinued pressure from above is 
likely to see even these decisions 
diminished. The penalty for the 
school if the class size of 30 is 
breached can be severe. 

An appeals panel decision is 
binding, so there is nothing the 
school can do immediately. 

However, if there are still over 30 
children in the class the following 
September, the school must either 
employ another full-time teacher 
to work with that class, or else 
divide it into two smaller groups 
each with their own teacher. As 
you can imagine, either option is a 
great expense and difficulty for a 
school, even if it has the room to 
put in another class. 

Sometimes there are mixed- 
age classes and you may see an 
intake of 20 children (with three 
year groups combining to form 
two classes) or 45 children (with 
two year groups combining to 
form three classes). 

Otherwise, if the number is not 
an exact factor, as in some small 
rural schools, there may be 
chances of a successful appeal. 

Also at this time of year we see 
problems caused by admissions 


to church primary schools. The 
104 voluntary controlled Church 
of England and Methodist 
schools in Kent have a box to be 
ticked if parents “have chosen the 
school because it is a church 
school” irrespective of the par¬ 
ents’ religion or beliefs, if any. 

This is a bureaucratic non¬ 
sense, has nothing to do with reli¬ 
gion and should be abolished, as 
every year it creates unnecessary 
grief from parents who didn’t tick 
the box, and find their child sent 
to a school miles away. 

Or even more poignantly, the 
churchgoing family who actually 
chose the school for other reasons, 
but then find themselves exclud¬ 
ed from their own church school. 

This device does not give prior¬ 
ity to a single Christian to attend 
the school (there is no bar on 
devil worshippers ticking the 
box) and it is time for the Church 
authorities to take action. 

My advice to every parent is 
tick the box. Even more bewilder¬ 
ing to parents are the 68 CofE 
and Catholic voluntary aided 
schools each allowed to draw up 
individual priority lists of appli¬ 
cants, generally featuring church 



_ 


membership in some way, occa¬ 
sionally bizarrefy or ambiguous¬ 
ly, although several also give a 
priority to members of other reli¬ 
gions. Such schools are often in 
rural areas and have become 
aided for some distant historical 
reason, depriving children of 
non-religious families places at 
their local schools. 

The Government plans to 
increase the number of faith 
schools, on the grounds they are 
likely to be better schools, 
although the evidence is where 
they are popular and successful 
it is because aspiring middle 
classes have access to them. 

This is because many such 
parents are either churchgoers 
or are willing to undergo a tem¬ 
porary affiliation. A Kent aided 
school, recently out of special 
measures with an intake of 
just four children last year, is 
not unique and counters the 
argument.

Hang the re-offenders 

I was concerned by your front page article 
headed 'Huge impact of dumping cons’, about 
the high re-offending rate of ex-cons. 

One way to reduce this would be to execute 
persistent offenders. The scheme could work 


something like this: criminals over 18 should 
be given points like on a driving licence. For 
example, one point for a non-violent offence, 
five for a violent or sexual offence and 15 for 
murder. Once they’ve scored, for example, 30 
points, they should be automatically executed 
(unless they are mentally ill, of course). If 
they have already scored 30 points they 
should be told five or more and you hang. 

This would do two things. Most criminals 
would stop re-offending rather than be 
executed, so crime would fall. Those who 
carried on re-offending would be executed 
and no longer able to offend, so crime would 
soon fall dramatically. 

Statistics show that crime has been falling 
for some years. However, even at its reduced 
rate, crime is still nine times higher than it 
was in the 50s, so drastic action is required. 

Just about every opinion poll taken since 


the death penalty was abolished in the 1960s 
has shown that by far the majority of people 
want it restored.

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ROAD AHEAD: Mazda’s 
classic MX-5 roadster 
epitomises the brand’s sporty 
Zoom-Zoom image, but the 
Japanese company is also 
racing ahead in greener 
motoring technology so that 
by 2015 the latest Mazda6 
(inset) will be as green as a 
present-day Mazda2 supermini

MAZDA may have re-positioned 
itself as a Japanese Alfa Romeo 
using the sporty ‘Zoom-Zoom’ 
message, but it is also going 
green at a racing pace. 

Current generation mainstream models - 
the Mazda2 supermini, Mazda3 family 
hatch and slick Mazda6 family/executive 
model - are all lighter, leaner and meaner 
than their predecessors and the company 
has just unveiled plans to make its car range 
30 per cent better on fuel within five years. 

A major plank is a ground-breaking 
licensing deal with Toyota for hybrid 
petrol-electric technology from the world 
number one carmaker’s Prius, though 
Mazda will use its own next generation 
engines for the conventional half of the 
pairing - a Mazda hybrid should hit the 
market in 2013. 

But Mazda claims to be on course towards 
greener conventional technology too, mean¬ 
ing that its 2015 Mazda6 equivalent should 
return similar fuel economy and C02 emis¬ 
sions to today’s Mazda2 supermini. 

Using the umbrella description Skytech, 
this will be through better aerodynamics, 
retuned powertrains, driving down vehicle 
weight and new technologies such as i-stop 
(Smart Idling Stop System) and regenera¬ 
tive braking - where energy usually lost in 
braking is used to recharge the car’s batteiy. 

Mazda freely admits this focus on mak¬ 
ing the best of conventional technology can 
be bought for less than the hybrid and 
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alternative science being developed else¬ 
where, while the Prius powertrain deal 
shows a willingness to buy in 'tech’ when 
necessary. 

The brand is also aware of savings need¬ 
ed by its increasingly important company 
car/leasing drivers, particularly on road tax 
and benefit-in-kind tax. 

Peter Allibon, fleet spokesman for Mazda 
UK based at Dartford, said: “The first vehi¬ 
cles from the Skytech programme we 
expect to start reaching fleets in 2012. 


“While Mazda is working behind the 
scenes on technological alternatives to 
petrol and diesel engines with research and 
development on hydrogen vehicles continu¬ 
ing apace, we expect that the internal com¬ 
bustion engine will remain the dominant 
and economic choice for fleets and company 
car drivers into the foreseeable future.” 

The third strand of Mazda’s 'green’ 
revolution will be a new six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, bringing a further 
five per cent cut in fuel consumption 


against the current five-speed version. 

Meanwhile, in the here and now, Mazda 
has unveiled a new car buying scheme to 
succeed the now defunct Government- 
sponsored Scrappage scheme 

“The Government Scrappage scheme was 
a great way to get new customers into the 
showroom and remove some of the older, 
less environmentally-friendly cars from the 
road,” said Mazda UK sales and marketing 
director Mark Cameron. 

“We benefited from the scheme taking 
more than our fair share of the scrappage 
market, but it did discriminate against 
anyone who did not have a 10-year-old car 
to scrap.” 

He said that Mazda had replaced it with 
a scheme offering up to £2,000 off a new car 
and didn’t even require the car buyer to 
have a trade-in. 

“Anyone who wants to buy a new Mazda 
can get a great deal and purchase their per¬ 
fect car at a fair price,” he said.

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Saab production and history re-started 


THOSE 'Bjorn again’ headlines 
have faded since we heard a month 
ago that Sweden’s Saab had 
cheated death. 

But now the serious stuff begins and it will 
need every scrap of Saab’s famous ingenuity to 
stay alive as a small company in an industry 
dominated by giants, even with a 400 million 
euro loan from the EU and its partnership 
with similarly reborn Dutch supercar maker 
Spyker. 

The first positive is we now know that 
£26,495 with a generous standard spec is the 
entry price for the saved company’s first new 
model, the 9-5 - though this is a born again 
Vauxhall Insignia (okay, no more of that). 

Secondly, production has re-started at Saab’s 
Trollhattan plant in Sweden after being shut¬ 



down for nearly two months as Vauxhall/Opel 
parent GM (General Motors) began winding 
up the company 

Symbolically, the first car down the line after 
the switches were thrown was a 9-5, though 
Saab is cagey about when it will arrive in the 
UK this summer. 

Almost as symbolic was a 9-3 Convertible 
rolling off the line shortly afterwards, not only 
highlighting Trollhattan’s flexibility and 
Saab’s aim to produce five different cars there 
shortly, but also ‘bringing home’ the company’s 
famous soft-top. 


The convertible is Saab’s ace card, with three 
generations being good for brand turnover and 
image, but only ever produced in Finland and 
Austria until now. 

Both these cars will be joined soon by the 
eagerly awaited 9-5 SportWagon or estate, 
which should be a more affordable yet stylish 
rival to German models like the Audi A6 
Avant and Mercedes E-Class Estate. 

The third positive for Saab was shown by the 
big cheer from the motoring world at news of 
its rescue; there is no shortage of goodwill for 
the brand that began as a tiny carmaking 
offshoot of Saab aerospace in 1949, using aero¬ 
dynamic styling and innovative engineering 
from its parent. 

It promoted lighter and cheaper front-wheel 
drive - soon to become the motoring norm - 
and championed turbocharging after realising 


that boosting its four-cylinder engines could 
challenge the six-cylinder units of German 
executive rivals. Nevertheless, turbocharging 
and its most successful model ever, the 19808- 
vintage 900, could not stop GM gaining a grip 
on the company in 1989. 

Loyal ‘Saabites’ then watched what they 
regarded as increased GM cloning within a 
once distinctive Saab line-up; in searching for 
the economies of scale that GM needed to 
make Saab profitable, it destroyed the distinc¬ 
tive USP that had created such a loyal follow¬ 
ing. The writing was on the wall a decade ago. 

Economies of scale will, of course, be the 
biggest challenge for the new Saab-Spyker 
partnership - the former has tried it and 
failed while the latter is just 10 years old and 
has only ever produced small numbers of 
hand-built supercars.

Mercedes C-Class 


SOONER or later at any social 
gathering, when the girls start 
pointless speculation about Brad 
and Angelina’s relationship, the 
boys drift off and start talking cars. 

And one issue you can bank on coming up is: 
‘Why are German ‘green’ cars ‘blue’?” as in 
Mercedes-Benz BlueEfficiency and VW 
Bluemotion eco-models. 

Whether it’s more interesting than 
‘Brangelina’, Grazia only knows, but there are 
as many twists and turns to the debate as 
global warming itself. 

VW likes to claim that it refers to the colour 
within its badge and coincidentally, Germans 
talk about maintaining the ‘blue planet’ when 
spouting matters green. 

But the popular view is that endorsing the 
powerful German Green Party was simply 
unpalatable for the country’s motor moguls, so 
blue was chosen as the err... green banner. 

Unfortunately, this rebounds awkwardly 
abroad; in the USA - Germany’s primary car 


export market - blue endorses the Democrats, 
who are rather more left than the Republicans 
and rather less likely to drive a Mercedes- 
Benz, though a VW ‘people’s wagon’ would no 
doubt be acceptable. 

Neutrality’s wheels really fall off here in the 
UK though where BlueEfficiency is a gift to 
the Tories, although BlueMotion could be an 
innocuous Conservative political pun or 
Labour’s description for just about any policy 
pedalled by Dave and Co. 


What is clear from driving a Mercedes C- 
Class BlueEfficiency saloon for a week is that 
the car really deserves its name; an eco-friend¬ 
ly quality car that you can own and drive with¬ 
out appearing to give up anything you had 
before, or hanging a Native American ‘dream 
catcher’ from the rear view mirror. 

In fact, BlueEfficiency models arrived at 
cheaper prices than the cars they replaced and 
with no apparent loss of performance in return 
for excellent economy and emissions stats. 


In the case of the C-Class (from £23,475), the 
entry models are also the BlueEfficiency ones 
and most of the range has the same treatment 
- surely the way green motoring should go 
rather than being sold like an expensive ‘extra’ 
as with Ford’s ECOnetic range? 

It helps in my case that I like the current C- 
Class; when it came out in 2007,1 thought M- 
B finally had a car to compete on better terms 
with the all-conquering BMW 3-Series and 
Audi’s increasingly attractive front-wheel 
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AutoPlanet

The strong suits of the latest C-Class are 
muscular styling and the choice of a tradition¬ 
al grille topped by a three-pointed star - for 
habitual customers and as on our SE spec test 
car - and a new Sport grille featuring the star 
badge inset like a Merc coupe model and cal¬ 
culated to attract younger buyers and poten¬ 
tial converts from its rivals. 

The big plus though is a rear-wheel drive 
chassis that runs the 3-Series close for han¬ 


dling and driving enjoyment, but rides so 
much better. 

This factor seems unaffected by narrower 
and harder compound BlueEfficiency tyres, 
which reduce rolling resistance and help 
underline the calm of the cabin, though are no 
doubt aided by smaller and more aerodynam¬ 
ic door mirrors and efficient sound-proofing for 
the refined 2,143cc four-cylinder diesel. 

The cabin is typical Merc; robust rather than 
flashy, with good seats and sensible controls. 


There is a decent boot and the test car was fit¬ 
ted with flip-down rear seats - sadly, an option¬ 
al extra though not a deal breaker at just £225. 

However, you will pay nearly £15,000 for the 
desirable and smooth-changing five-speed 
auto transmission. 

What you won’t pay extra for though is a 
quality executive car that will hit 60mph in 
under 10 seconds, average more 50mpg, and 
emit 144g/km of C02 - better than some 
superminis.

IN these economically challenging 
times, virtually every company - 
from global corporates to small 
enterprises - will be monitoring 
their expenditure and making 
economies wherever possible. 

And one way a landlord can help businesses 
minimise their outgoings is by negotiating bet¬ 
ter deals on utilities and services on their ten¬ 
ants’ behalf.

Don’t get landed with repair bill 



EVERYBODY who leases a com¬ 
mercial property needs to under¬ 
stand that unless you take appro¬ 
priate steps before signing the 
lease, you will be responsible for 
repairing the property before you 
leave, regardless of its condition 
when you first occupy it. 

Failing to understand the terms of their 
lease and its obligations can leave many busi¬ 
nesses facing substantial and unwelcome 


costs at the end of their term. In the vast 
majority of cases it is the responsibility of the 
outgoing leaseholder to repair and reinstate 
the property before the end of the lease. In the 
absence of this, the leaseholder must compen¬ 
sate the landlord. 

Getting the work done can be disruptive to 
the leaseholder’s business and may force them 
to vacate early. Negotiating a financial sum 
with the landlord can be difficult and may 
involve substantial legal costs. 

Chartered building surveyors work closely 
with legal advisors to negotiate the pitfalls of 
dilapidations, ensuring that their clients, be 


they landlords or leaseholders, respectively 
maximise their gains or minimise their losses 
when buildings are being vacated. 

Too often businesses believe that, as they are 
leasing rather than purchasing, there’s no 
need for a building survey. This is a dangerous 
misconception and before signing any com¬ 
mercial lease you must obtain proper profes¬ 
sional advice and quantify your liabilities. 

As a lease nears its end, landlords also need 
to take appropriate legal advice and consult a 
chartered building surveyor. A Schedule of 
Dilapidations must be prepared and served on 
the lessee in good time and in sufficient detail 


by an experienced chartered building surveyor 
practitioner. 

If you are the prospective leaseholder the 
message is - forewarned is forearmed - con¬ 
sult your chartered building surveyor before 
you sign the lease, and again in the last year 
of the lease, so that you may plan your effec¬ 
tive exit. 

The key is not waiting until you receive a 
Schedule of Dilapidations from your landlord.

For many businesses at the 
moment, survival is the name of 
the game, but when the upturn 
comes the issue of succession will 
once again return to the forefront 
of many owners’ minds. Paul 
Saunders, managing partner of 
Clydesdale Bank for Kent, believes that the 
sooner you start planning, the better the 
chances of a successful exit and succession 


COMPANY owners often leave it 
too late when it conies to succes¬ 
sion planning, increasing the 
potential for internal wrangling 
and disputes which can cause 
people to take their eyes off what’s 
important - running the busi¬ 
ness. 

At the heart of the problem lies the fact 
that, for many owners, there’s seldom enough 
time to accomplish day-to-day tasks, let 
alone plan for something that could be years 
away. So, when should you start succession 
planning? For many, it’s when they have suc¬ 
cessfully navigated the start-up phase and 


are approaching maturity, which is a time 
when the business is secure enough to start 
planning a succession and, ultimately, an 
exit. Once the decision has been made, the 
business owner needs to carry through the 
process demonstrating that this is all about 
the long-term wellbeing of the organisation 
and its workforce. 

If employees have any uncertainty over the 
future direction of the business, then they 
will develop their own exit strategy and with 
it the risk that the best will fly the nest. At 
best this would hinder the exit, at worst 
scupper the business. So clear communica¬ 
tion with everybody concerned is vital. 

A fundamental issue is: who should suc¬ 
ceed? And if, after auditing the firm’s own 
talent pool and mapping that against key

positions, the right person, or persons, aren’t to 
be found within the business, then the compa¬ 
ny needs to recruit them. Recruiting good peo¬ 
ple always pays dividends and is a key area of 
importance in succession planning. 

Before succession, it’s all about transition, 
and there’s a need to actively develop longer- 
term successors by ensuring their careers 
progress and the range of work experiences 
that they, and the business, need for the 
future. 

Fostering a corporate culture, which devel¬ 
ops its workforce by sharing key skills, experi¬ 
ences and values, is important for any organi¬ 
sation. Investing time in developing family 
members, key employees, and management 
team members, and allowing them to exercise 
authority and control, will be vital to a success¬ 
ful succession. 

With a transition plan and the right people 
in place, the actual task of selecting a succes¬ 
sor becomes much easier. By empowering key 
members of the business, the selection process 
is simplified and the owners’ exit options are 
broadened. 

Once the decision as to who will succeed is 
made, the key task for the owner is communi¬ 
cating that plan, not just to the workforce, but 
beyond the business to customers, suppliers 
and advisers. This communication gives 
the successor and their col¬ 
leagues a clear 
understanding of , 
the path to the 
future and the differ¬ 
ent roles they are going to 
play in the journey. It also means 
everyone can focus on setting future goals 
and objectives for themselves and, important¬ 
ly, the business. 

An owner exiting a business also has signif¬ 


icant implications for the legal structure of a 
business, which could involve either a sale to 
the new management, a buy-in by the succes¬ 
sor, or all manner of combinations. 

This is an article in its own right. Safe to say 
one that requires significant input from the 
owner’s legal and accountancy teams, as well 
as their bank. 

For many owners, especially those involved 
in the business from day one, implementing 
the succession plan can often be the hardest 
part. Letting go can be difficult, but if it’s going 
to work they must be ready to step aside and 
allow the successor to take over unhindered. 

The owner needs to look upon this 
phase as finding a new challenge, 
confident in the knowledge 
that his or her financial 
future is secure.

When trust is 

Do you need a written contract to have a legal¬ 
ly binding deal? The answer may surprise you, 
explains Henar Dyson, of Tunbridge Wells- 
based law firm Thomson Snell & Passmore 


WHEN is a deal not a deal? Does 
a handshake or the undertaking 
of work represent a contract? Or 
do both sides need to have some¬ 
thing in writing, signed and 
sealed, before it’s official? 

It’s a thorny topic and one which continues 
to spark debate. 

A recent article in The Times newspaper 
considered whether trust between contract¬ 
ing parties is an effective substitute for a con¬ 
tract. 

The reality is that the law will imply con¬ 
tractual terms into any business arrange¬ 
ment, whether or not there is a written doc¬ 
ument. 

There are also circumstances where a writ¬ 
ten contract is a legal requirement. The 
question, then, is whether parties can dis¬ 
pense with a fully-negotiated contract, where 
there is mutual trust. 

Even lawyers will agree that contracts can 
take on a life of their own and become 
unwieldy Word processing technology, an 
explosion of regulation in some areas and an 
increasingly litigious business environment 
have been largely responsible for this. 

But is a negotiated contract a bad thing? 
There are good reasons for having one: 


• It records what the parties have agreed, 
helping to avoid future argument; 

• It apportions risk, making clear who pays 
if something goes wrong; and 

• It will iron out the uncertainties of the 
general law position. 

This said, there are obvious downsides to 
an overly-prescriptive contract. The costs of 
negotiation and dispute resolution can be 
huge. No contract can legislate for every 
eventuality, and this can lead to an unexpect¬ 
ed result in court if an argument arises over 
circumstances that are not catered for in the 
contract. 

International contracts present additional 
difficulties, where lawyers from different 
legal cultures try to devise a universal legal 
language. Also, the process of negotiation can 
result in a loss of trust between the parties. 

Why contracts are necessary 

Undoubtedly, no business arrangement can 
succeed without the parties trusting each 
other. In most cases, nor will it without a 
contract. There are many reasons for this: 

• The basic reasons for negotiating a con¬ 
tract are still valid. This is not a question of 
lack of trust, but of practicality; 

• It takes time to build up the necessary 
degree of trust, far more time than it takes 
to negotiate a balanced contract;

• Where the power of the parties is mis¬ 
matched, a negotiated contract will help the 
weaker party; 

• High-level management does not have the 
time or necessarily the ability to resolve all 
disputes; 

• Shareholders would be unlikely to support 
the company if they knew how potentially 
exposed it was. 

Whilst contracts are still necessary, the level 
of detail in them is not always beneficial and 


there are circumstances where this can and 
should be controlled. 

For regular arrangements between the same 
parties, contracts can set out general princi¬ 
ples, but need not be overly prescriptive. It is 
not uncommon for businesses to operate in 
this way. 

For one-off arrangements or very high value 
transactions, this is not appropriate. The risks 
and the ‘unknowns’ are too high and too many. 
Consider also a smaller organisation, where 


management knows and trusts its own staff. 
In those organisations, there may be scope for 
trust to replace a negotiated contract. In larg¬ 
er organisations, this is not feasible. 

The production of an effective contract need 
not be time-consuming if clients agree terms 
before engaging lawyers and set a sensible 
timetable for concluding negotiations. The 
mark of a well-negotiated contract is that 
everyone sleeps well and the contract lives in 
a drawer, never to be seen again.

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New wheel deals roll in 
as Scrappage is crushed

SCRAPPAGE may be dead, but 
keen new car deals live on in a 
much changed motor trade. 

Half of the £2,000-a-time Scrappage grant 
for new car buyers part exchanging a 10-year- 
old (or more) banger came from car makers 
and dealers - some even threw in more cash to 
sweeten a deal. 

It has made even the most conservative car 
buyer realise that list price didn’t have to 
mean final price and it was worth haggling, 
especially with dealers just happy to survive 
the economic downturn. 

Scrappage has also affected the used car 
market, because many so-called gas-guzzling 
bangers the Government hoped to take off the 
road were well cared for family motors with 
plenty of life in them. 

Lots of real bangers are still out there, 
because their cash-strapped owners just can’t 
afford to trade up at all - used or new. 

Meanwhile, the cars that should never have 
gone to the scrapper - and dealers can tell 
heartbreaking stories of part-exchange 
Scrappage cars too young to die - were denied 
a new lease of life and the would-be buyers 
have been forced to move upwards in the used 
car market. 


This in turn has exacerbated a chronic short¬ 
age of used cars now, because fewer new cars 
were sold once recession loomed three or four 
years ago. 

Prices have soared as a result and new cars 
start to look better value, especially when cer¬ 
tain car makers are happy to ‘buy’ sales and 
market share with keen deals and low-rate 
finance just to keep their plants turning over. 

Buyers may also be tempted because they 


have cash earning little in a bank account, 
which could drive a deal on a new car instead. 
Before taking the plunge though, here are 
some do’s and don’ts: 

Don’t be afraid to ask for trimmings like a 
tank of fuel, car mats or further discounts on 
extras. 

Don’t buy an unpopular engine or trim com¬ 
bination or a car on ‘run-out’ where production 
ceased a while ago - it might be just as thirsty 


as your old car and will depreciate badly. 

Do pick a model that saves fuel, insurance, 
road tax and depreciation - it won’t get any 
easier out there. 

Don’t go for a knee-jerk disposal. A new car 
might still be expensive, even against running 
your gas-guzzler for the next three years. 

Don’t be blinded by tax-exempt diesel eco 
models - check price, running costs and green 
credentials against the standard version.

Smarter driving - better saving 


DOWNSIZING to a more fuel and 
tax-efficient car must be just part 
of your recession-busting motoring 
plan. 

The next stage involves smarter driving and 
journey planning, and getting fitter by walk¬ 
ing and cycling instead of using the car for 
short journeys - cold engines waste fuel and 
produce 60 per cent more emissions than 
warm ones. Short trips also mean more servic¬ 
ing and engine wear. A moped or motorcycle 
might be a better option. If you must drive, fol¬ 
low these tips from the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists and RAC Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the direct route - a sat nav can 
help - and go off-peak if possible. Commuters 
should think about car sharing, park and ride 


bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines waste at least 10 per cent 
more fuel and catalytic converters only clean 
emissions when properly maintained. 

• Check your tyres. Under-inflated tyres 
wear faster, waste fuel, are dangerous and 
contribute to a growing environmental prob¬ 
lem. Check tyre pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save and stay legal. 
Feather the throttle at cruising speed - 
56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel than 70mph 
and a smoother driving style saves fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 
at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and carri¬ 
ers when not in use and keep windows closed 


to avoid drag and wasted fuel. Remove 
unnecessary and heavy boot luggage and 
wide wheels and tyres that add rolling resist¬ 
ance. Air conditioning costs fuel too, so try to 
use the fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low- 
sulphur ‘city’ diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul¬ 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to LPG 
(liquid petroleum gas) - half the price of 
petrol and with lower emissions. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and bum fuel carrying more weight 
than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

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Motoring myths shattered

DON’T be suckered by costly motoring myths, 
says leading company car operator Lex 
Autolease. 

The company runs some 300,000 vehicles for UK companies 
and has gathered driver feedback showing many bad habits 
derived from popular myths. The Lex myths hitlist includes: 

• Premium fuel is good for your car now and again 

It is only suitable for high performance cars - the higher cost 
is repaid by better mpg. Drivers using non-performance cars 
should stick to ordinary unleaded and diesel. 

Another myth suggests supermarket fuel is poorer quality 
than that from oil companies’ forecourts, but they often come 
from the same source, so you’re paying more for the brand and 
any additives. 

• It’s best to fit your new tyres to the front axle 

Actually, they should be fitted to the rear. More grip on the 
rear axle improves stability on slippery roads and could pre¬ 
vent a spin. 

Drivers are also more used to worn tyres on the front, 
because most modem cars are front-wheel-drive and wear 
front treads faster than the rears. Switching part-worn rears to 
the front maintains a familiar balance. 

• Allow the car to warm up before driving off 

The engine will warm up faster, use less fuel and pump out 
less C02 if you drive off immediately, rather than leave it to 
idle for a while. In winter, this also helps the car heater warm 
faster, though windscreens must be fully defrosted before set¬ 
ting off. 

• Running the tank near to empty helps to clean it 

Fuel tanks do not self-clean. It is more likely that you will 
misjudge your next fill up and risk seizing the engine or other 
components; driving with little or no fuel can be almost as dam¬ 
aging to a vehicle as putting in the wrong fuel. Fill up as quick¬ 


ly as possible when your warning light appears. 

• Filling up slows down your car 

Partially true. A heavy fuel load impacts upon fuel efficiency 
and braking distances, but acceleration and top speed is bare¬ 
ly compromised by a full tank. 

• No-claims protection insurance protects my premium if I have a 
crash 

Standard insurances only protect the discount you would 
have received at the end of a claims-free year. If you have a 


claim, insurance companies are liable to increase your overall 
premium, despite having a no-claims protection policy - you 
are now a classed as an increased insurance risk. Admittedly, 
the company has a vested interest in the final point: 

• Leasing is more expensive than buying 

Many businesses and motorists fail to properly calculate the 
true cost of ownership. List price alone is a red herring and 
ignores true running costs: finance, depreciation, maintenance 
and insurance. All such costs can be better captured and bud¬ 
geted through a lease deal.

BUSINESSES in Kent may have 
waited in vain for positives from 
the latest Budget, but the 
Government rolled out some major 
benefits for the county this week. 

A £23 million investment announced for the 
Kent Thameside Strategic Transport 
Programme (KTSTP) will create an estimated 
25,000 homes and 50,000 jobs according to the 
Homes and Communities Agency (HCA). 

This is then expected to unlock a £200m pro¬ 
gramme of transport investment in north 
Kent over the next 15 years. 

At the same time, Kent’s inward investment 
agencies were excited by small print in 
Chancellor Alistair Darling’s Budget speech, 
in which he announced the relocation of 
Government staff from “expensive London 
offices” to elsewhere in the country. 

Some 15,000 posts are expected to transfer 
out of the capital within five years and a 
Government source has already identified 
Thames Gateway as a possible beneficiary. 

And ambitious Ashford - recently linked to 
the new high-speed rail network - says it will 
pitch aggressively for relocations, too. 

“We have attracted many national and inter¬ 
national companies to the town and we can 
put forward a compelling case for why we 
should be considered as an ideal home to more 
public sector tenants,” said Judith Armitt, MD 
at development agency Ashford’s Future. “I 
will be making our case.” 

The Thameside development includes 
Thames Gateway as well as Eastern Quarry, 
Ebbsfleet Valley and the Estuary waterside at 
Dartford and Gravesham. 

HCA regional director David Edwards said: 


A NEW stage in the £2.5 billion transformation 
of Ashford was agreed this week. 

Stanhope pic signed a deal with the South 
East England Development Agency (Seeda) to 
redevelop land at Elwick Place. 

The 6.65-acre brownfield site, comprising the 
former cattle market and land adjoining the 
high-speed rail link, is seen as the first phase in 
transforming the area beside the award-win¬ 
ning shared space scheme. 

Stanhope has worked on blue chip develop¬ 
ments in London such as Tate Modern, 
Paternoster Square, land around St Paul’s 
Cathedral and the Royal Opera House, and is 
looking at a balanced redevelopment of Elwick 
Place to include retail, leisure - possibly with a 
multiplex cinema - residential and business 
functions, creating 500 jobs. 

Chief executive David Camp said: “This is a 
key site in the heart of Ashford where, in the 
first phase, we plan to create lively, vibrant 
frontages around the public space [Elwick 
Square] attracting new eateries and shops, 
strengthening and complementing Ashford’s 
existing offer and enhancing the link to the 
station.” 

The developer now has to draw up a master 
plan over the next year, ready for public con¬ 
sultation and planning approval - and con-

struction work could start as early as next year. 

Ashford’s Future’s MD Judith Armitt said: 
“Elwick Place is the next step in the transfor¬ 
mation of Ashford, after the high-speed rail 
service, extension of County Square shopping 
centre and the opening of shared space. I’m 
delighted.” 


Lee Amor, executive director of Seeda, said: 
“Ashford is well placed to grow and help drive 
the economy of the South East onwards.” 

Ashford is seen as a key growth area and is 
now the fastest growing town between London 
and the Continent. It is set to double in size by 
2031, creating 28,000 jobs and 31,000 homes. 


“We have put together an innovative funding 
programme which will enable high quality 
sustainable development. 

“The partnership between HCA, national 
agencies, local authorities and the private sec¬ 
tor demonstrates that we can secure major 
investment in the South East, despite the eco¬ 
nomic challenges.” 

The 11 infrastructure improvement schemes 
within the £200m package include: £123m of 
upgrades to the A2; with the balance made up 
from improved traffic systems in Dartford and 
Gravesend town centres; extension of the 


Fastrack bus network in both areas; and new 
traffic management systems. 

Kent County Council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, Cllr Kevin Lynes, said: “This 
homes and roads package is critical to Kent 
Thameside, which is the largest single regen¬ 
eration scheme in Europe. 

“This is also a testament to the true partner¬ 
ship working in north Kent between the coun¬ 
ty council, Dartford and Gravesham and the 
HCA, which is delivering the homes and roads 
that are needed.” 

Further down into the county, Ms Armitt 


sees the Government jobs relocation as an 
opportunity to accelerate Ashford’s Future’s 
aim to double the size of the town by 2031. 

Using the slogan ‘best placed in Britain’ and 
with a £2.5bn investment programme, she 
said: “Ashford is one of the hottest destinations 
in the UK for companies looking to relocate, 
thanks to our superb road, rail and air links. 

“We have attracted national and interna¬ 
tional companies to the town and we can put 
forward a compelling case for why we should 
be considered as an ideal home to more public 
sector tenants.”

Deadly serious 
consequences 

BUSINESSES and partnerships are 
usually owned and run by more than 
one person. 

The owners/partners are often not 
related, as the individuals have come 
together based on shared expertise and 
ambition to form the company 

Multi-ownership can be complex, espe¬ 
cially at times such as when key owners 
or partners approach retirement and 
the business or partnership has to 
decide how to buy them out. Despite the 
complexity, many businesses prepare 
well for these occasions and clear exit 
strategies are put in place. 

However, there are situations where 
businesses and partnerships could bene¬ 
fit from more structured planning, such 
as protection in the event of the death of 
a key shareholder or partner. 

We see many companies that formed 
using a standard memorandum and 
articles of association that hasn’t 
changed since inception and doesn’t deal 
adequately with what should happen in 
the event of the death of a shareholder. 

Ideally, the business should put in 
place an option agreement that commits 
the remaining shareholders or partners 
to buying the deceased’s share of the 
business from the relatives who have 
inherited it. 

This way the remaining shareholders 
continue to own the company and the 
family receive money into the estate. 
However, problems may arise if the 
remaining shareholders can’t afford to 
buy the shares from relatives. 

There’s a simple and cost-efficient 
method of providing the funds by simply 
arranging life assurance policies on the 
lives of the shareholders or partners, for 
the benefit of the remaining sharehold¬ 
ers or partners, with the business bear¬ 
ing the cost of the premiums, propor¬ 
tionately if required. 

This is a simple piece of planning that 
could really help businesses when they 
need it most but is frequently ignored or 
misunderstood.

School leavers learn 
lessons of recession 


TEENAGERS in Kent and the 
South East are emerging from the 
recession with more money sense, 
according to survey. 

It shows they have noted the reality check 
over the past year and the peak of recession 
and become more aware of how to plan, budg¬ 
et, spend and save - 65 per cent claim their 
money management skills had improved. 

But the findings also revealed young people 
still have unrealistic expectations of earnings 
once they enter the workplace. 

A total of 1,458 12 to 19-year-olds from the 
South East contributed their thoughts to the 
annual nationwide NatWest MoneySense 
research panel. 

It showed the region has the highest per¬ 
centage nationally of young people to have 
learned about managing debt, either at home 
or at school - 40 per cent, against a national 
average of 34 

This has not only influenced their thinking, 
it has had a direct impact too. Teens in the 
South East spend nearly 15 per cent less than 
they did in 2008 on going out and socialising. 

Jackie McQuire, a manager with NatWest 
MoneySense - which delivers financial educa-

tion in partnership with teachers - said the 
recession had exposed many young people to 
adult money issues: feeling the household 
budget tighten and becoming aware of unem¬ 
ployment risks and parents’ money worries. 

But the survey also showed there was still 
work to be done to ensure the good habits 
teenagers form now continue into adulthood as 
there are gaps between expectation and reality. 

For instance, 39 per cent of young people in 
the region aiming for higher education expect 
to owe up to £10,000 by the end of their course. 
The average amount of debt incurred is about 
£ 20 , 000 . 

More than 62 per cent also expect to buy a 
house by the time they are 25. Only 14 per 
cent of homeowners in the UK are under 25. 

And they expect to earn £11,500+ when they 
first leave education, £28,500+ by the time 
they are 25 and just under £51,000 by the time 
they are 35 - Government figures show these 
earnings for the following age brackets cur¬ 
rently: 18-21 - £10,195; 22-29 - £20,962; and 
30-39-£28,933.

Chai Stop of Minster uses the wool as an 
eco-friendly insulating material to keep its 
products frozen, putting it to the test with a 
trial Woolcool order overnight to Bath, near¬ 
ly 200 miles away. 

The dishes arrived still frozen and the 
delighted customer plans a weekly curry 
club for friends. Delivery adds just £9.99 for 
a batch of 10 to 20 dishes. Chai Stop’s 
Indian and Thai curries have been available 
in Kent since 1999 and the company sells 
about 500 a week. But production is to dou¬ 
ble after a recent Taste of Kent Award and 
with the nationwide distribution option 
expected to open a new market for private 
and business catering and dinner parties. 

The company is run by Tina Cesbron and 
Isobel Moore, who share an interest in holis¬ 
tic health from the Ayurvedic - traditional 
Indian medicinal - properties of herbs and 
spices. All meat used is reared outdoors and 
the vegetables, lentils and pulses are organ¬ 
ic wherever possible. 

Tina said: “The integrity of the cooking 
comes from years of experience, trying and 
testing recipes and listening to customers.” 

The curries are made in small batches of 
between 30 and 50 servings. 

“Any larger and it’s impossible to maintain 
the authentic taste,” said Tina. 

The founders began working together 20 
years ago ladling out homemade curries 
from a van to students at Kent University, 
but Chai Stop started in 1999 from the 
kitchen of Isobel’s house in Whitstable. The 
business later moved to Ebbsfleet Farm.

Challenge of climate change 


FARMING faces major challenges from cli¬ 
mate change at a time when soaring popula¬ 
tion levels are creating extra 
demands writes Pat 
Crawford , but there are posi¬ 
tives according to new Kent 
National Farmers’ Union chair¬ 
man Charles Tassell. 

A former Hadlow College stu¬ 
dent now farming at Ulcombe, 
near Maidstone, he points to sci¬ 
entific evidence that warmer 
temperatures in northern 
Europe - especially during the 
winter - could bring increased 
crop yields. 

“Other good predictions indi¬ 
cate the likelihood of being able 
to grow some crops in the north 
of England that can only cur¬ 
rently be grown in the warmer 
southern counties,” he said. 

“The number of vineyards in 
the UK is on the increase and already, albeit 
in relatively small quantities, peaches and

olives are being grown commercially in the 
south west.” During World War Two British 
farmers were the nation’s alter¬ 
native heroes, lauded for their 
commitment and hard work over 
unremittingly long hours. But 
farming has had some dismal 
years recently, ahead of a revival 
as one of the country’s most 
important industries. 

We must also cut so-called food 
miles associated with imports 
from developing countries, yet be 
aware of the detriment to their 
economies and be prepared to 
help redress the balance. 

We must also increase our abil¬ 
ity to be self-sufficient and this 
appears to put the onus solidly 
on farmers. 

But before that can happen, we 
have to address the fact that, in 
some farming sectors, production 
costs exceed market prices - and in others, 
viability is dependent on subsidies.

Makeshift 

It has benefited from Government support 
via the South East England Development 
Agency, UK Trade and Investment and 
Business Link since MD Paul Gardner 
launched the company in October, 2000, using 
a makeshift office at his home in Bearsted. 

After three months his brother James joined 
and they moved to a farm building near 
Maidstone, and then to Birling. 

In 2007, company turnover exceeded £1 mil¬ 
lion for the first time. 

Paul Gardner said: “During the recession our 
growth fell to around 10 per cent increase and 
since our new financial year began in 
November our turnover on the previous year is 
up by almost a quarter. Our goal is to achieve 
a £10m turnover in the next five years and 
expand our overseas operations.” 

The company is currently planning to move 
US operations to a bigger warehouse and 
offices in St Louis, Missouri. 


ANGLO French rivalry has taken many forms - 
sport, cheese, politics, even musket and shot, writes 
KOS Media Business Editor Steve Loader. 

Now there is a new battleground for Les Rosbifs v Les Frogs - 
English beer. And it is a real David and Goliath confrontation 
between French Champagne house Charles Heidsieck - part of 
multi-national drinks giant Remy Cointreau - and fledgling Kent 
brewery, Old Dairy, near Cranbrook. 

Conflict has been sparked by the 
brewery’s flagship beer, Red Top - 
Heidsieck says it already has the name 
registered and claims infringement of 
trademark. 

But Old Dairy’s MD Lionel Fretz 
struggles to see the connection and is 
drawing up battle lines. 

“We approached Heidsieck out of 
courtesy when we found out they had 
the name Red Top registered for cham¬ 
pagne, never imagining there would be 
a problem,” he said. 

“Now they are claiming the likelihood 
of confusion, which is just absolutely 
ridiculous. 

“They produce superb French cham¬ 
pagnes; we produce fine English ales. 

They appeal to a totally different market and are in a different 
league when it comes to price. The only similarity I can see is they 
both appeal to discerning drinkers.” 

Unfortunately for the forces of France, Mr Fretz is well armed with 
historic parallels and is not afraid to use them. 

He said: “This whole situation is simply farcical but we will not be 
bullied and intend to fight to the bitter end. 

“After all, Wellington overcame much greater forces at Waterloo so 
we intend to adopt the same bulldog spirit in our skirmish with this 
giant French poodle.” 

As the name suggests, his company uses a former dairy just out¬ 
side the village of Rolvenden and brews two beers. 

Red Top is described as a well balanced bitter of 3.8 per cent ABV 
(alcohol by volume) and Gold Top as a refreshing golden ale (4.5 per 
cent ABV). 

The brewery was set up late last year by Mr Fretz and has a five- 
barrel plant: five barrels per brew, with a barrel yielding 36 gallons 
or 288 pints. 

Two brews are produced per week for sale in bottle and cask.

• Set up a reliable system for keeping full and 
accurate records of your income and expenses 
from the outset. 

• Update your records regularly, rather than 
letting paperwork pile up. 

• Keep records for a minimum of six years. 

• Keep records of what you have bought or 
sold relating to your business. Include details 
of all cash transactions as well as invoices and 
receipts. 
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• If you are an employer, you must keep 
records of wages paid and details of tax and 
National Insurance deducted and paid to 
HMRC. 

• Keep bank statements and building society 
books. This is particularly important if you 
don’t have a separate business account. You 
should be able to show clearly what you have 
spent personally and on the business.

Director for UK opera¬ 
tions Mark Nicholson 
said: “Our parties are 
popular because of the 
personal approach.

The company pays up to 
75 per cent of the daily 
spot price for precious 
metals - far better than 
valuations by postal gold 
companies, according to 
GOLD: Mark Nicholson Ounces2Pounds.

He said: “I was only doing the bar work to 
earn money while studying to become an 
accountant or work in a bank, but I enjoyed 
it so much I decided the licensed trade was 
for me.” 

Richard found a job in a golf club bar and 
worked in various pubs as a manager 
before taking the plunge this year with his 
own tenancy, along with his partner Jenny 
Chapman. 

“We wanted to be our own bosses and we 
are loving it,” said Richard. “The Chequers 
is a 16th century picture postcard pub with 
lots of character. It still has a public bar 
and a lovely wattle and daub bam restau¬ 
rant, and even a ghost. It’s not too big, just 
the right size for our first venture.” 

The couple, both 32, have introduced a 
new menu of wholesome pub food, featur¬ 
ing old favourites such as sausage and 
mash and meat pies, all freshly made on 


the premises. Richard is the chef and aims 
to serve “unpretentious” food in the cosy 
restaurant, using quality ingredients 
sourced locally and in season, whenever he 
can. One favourite is venison pie using 
meat from nearby Chart Farm. 

There is also a function room able to 
accommodate 50, which is proving popular 
for family parties. 

‘We’ve had a warm welcome from local 
people,” said Richard. 

We always said that when we got our 
own pub we would make it a priority to be 
able to do what we can for the community, 
holding events and helping charities, and 
that’s what we plan to do.” 

Richard and Jenny have encouraged the 
pub’s activities and games, including bat 
and trap, shove ha’penny and cribbage. 

They have changed the look of the pub 
too, softening the ambience with candle- 
style lighting, plants, historic pictures of 
local scenes and keeping log fires burning 
through the winter. 

Richard has no regrets about not becom¬ 
ing a banker - every day spent running his 
own business in such picturesque sur¬ 
roundings is a bonus in itself. 


Budget ignored 
‘hung economy’ 

AFTER a Budget he labelled “impotent on 
public finances and the economy”, Sevenoaks 
MP Michael Fallon went direct to a Kent busi¬ 
ness forum for feedback. 

He told those at the meet¬ 
ing that Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s latest measures 
would do little to change was 
he called a ‘hung economy’ - 
the UK being half in and 
half out of recession. He was 
speaking to invited business 
people and professionals at 
an event hosted by account¬ 
ants Horwath Clark 
Whitehill (HCW) at the 
Royal Oak Hotel, Sevenoaks, just days before 
the Tory MP and deputy chairman of the 
Treasury Select Committee met with Mr 
Darling for a Budget follow-up. 

He told the group: “The Budget should have 
addressed the huge hole in the public finances, 
but failed to do so. We needed a plan but the 
Government is saying nothing will be done 
until April 2011.1 think that’s dangerous. 

We need to make cuts during this financial 
year and could start with scrapping quangos 
and the ID card scheme.” 

There was then a lively debate, with guests 
asking Mr Fallon how small businesses could 
be helped and encouraged to prosper. 

Firing up 

Mr Fallon said: “At the moment the economy 
is not just fragile, it needs firing up. We need to 
recapture the five to six per cent of GDP that 
has been lost during the recession so we must 
make it easier and cheaper for small business¬ 
es to employ people. We also need to give boss¬ 
es the right to request references that mean 
something and make sure they are exempt 
from more legislation.” 

Mr Fallon also wanted help for exporters and 
to increase the availability of credit, particu¬ 
larly for start-up companies and, talking about 
the local economy, he voiced concern that more 
than a third of the unemployed in Sevenoaks 
were under 25. 

Chris Gandon of HCW, which has offices in 
Tunbridge Wells and Maidstone, said: 
“Michael has always been a great supporter of 
local business. These briefings, which have 
been taking place for years, are an ideal way 
for him to speak to real companies and take 
the opinions of bosses straight to Westminster. 

“Taking place just a few days before he met 
with Alistair Darling, this was a great oppor¬ 
tunity for Kent’s business community to pro¬ 
vide their feedback on the Budget.”

MD Julian Marsh said: “We were keen to 
stay in Kent as we wanted to minimise dis¬ 
ruption to staff.

Charity Cup when Depot Batt Royal 
Engineers beat Woolwich Arsenal reserves 
1-0 at the latter’s Manor Ground in 
Plumstead, playing “brisk, bustling football”. 

In another upset, newly-crowned Kent 
Senior Cup winners, Northfleet United, 
were beaten 2-1 by Sheppey United on 
a wet and blustery Wednesday night at 
Botany Road. 



50 YEARS AGO: DAVID Sadler inspired 
Maidstone Tech to an 8-1 win over 
Vinters School in the Maidstone 
Schools Cup at Ditton Corner. The Tech

Ames promised there would be more 
signings to come: “I am particularly 
pleased about the indoor school at Eltham 
Baths, which has turned out one or two 
promising youngsters... the club’s search 
for talent is having some success, but we 
are especially looking for spin bowlers.”

THEY’RE close friends off the track, 
but World Superbike Championship 
(WSC) stars Leon Camier and 
Shane Byrne proved friendship 
counts for nothing in motorsport 
after a close battle in Portugal. 

The Kent pair, who were team-mates at 
Airwaves Ducati in the 2008 British Superbike 
Championship, were locked in a race-long 


battle won by Camier at the second round of 
the WSC at the Portimao circuit. 

The 23-year-old Aprilia rider, from Ashford, 
competing in his first full WSC season, has 
remained close friends with 34-year-old super¬ 
bike veteran Byrne, from Sheppey. 

The two British riders showed their compet¬ 
itive edge on the track - a recent addition to 
the motorsport circuit, opening in 2008 - 
fighting tooth and nail over the undulating 
track and through its sweeping turns. 

Camier finished ahead of his more experienced 
rival, securing two fifth-placed finishes, while 
Althea’s Shakey finished sixth and seventh. 


Camier said: “It was great to run along with 
Shakey, it was like the old days in British 
Superbikes. To be honest I probably wrecked 
his race as he was really quick off the line. 

“I probably held him up a bit, but I had the 
pace in the end to beat him. It’s good fun and 
we race fair; it’s not like coming up against 
someone you don’t get on with and pull dirty 
moves on the track. 

“We both put hard moves on one another, but 
never anything unfair.” 

Camier and Byrne continue their on-track 
battle at the third round of the championship 
at Spain’s Valencia circuit next weekend. 


Disabled teams’ success 


DISABILITY football in the county continues 
to make progress, with two tournaments 
reaching their climax in Kent last weekend. 

The Football Association has made the sport 
a priority growth area and they are launching 
a disability strategy at Wembley later this 
month. 

The scene at a county level is encouraging, 
with about 40 teams now competing regularly 
- an increase of 30 per cent from last season. 

Nine of those were involved in the final 
round of games in the Kent Adult Disability 
League, held at Whitstable Community 
College last Sunday. 

Folkestone Invicta beat Thanet Galaxy 8-1 
to lift the Premiership title, while Canterbury 
City won the Championship division. 

A day earlier the Kent FA hosted the final 
Disability Centre of Excellence festival at 
Cobdown, near Maidstone. The tournament 


was part of a series of regional fixtures, with 
representative teams from Norfolk, Middlesex 
and Surrey competing to help develop the 
game. 

The programme is starting to bear fruit, 
with Harry Gibbons selected for the England 
under-16 visually impaired development 
squad. 

The Kent under-14s player will meet up 
with the rest of his new team-mates at a train¬ 
ing camp at Lilleshall later this month. 

Stephanie Gadd, disability development offi¬ 
cer at the Kent FA, said: “Harry’s the first 
player we’ve had go all the way to a national 
squad, which is inspiring for everyone else 
involved.” 

The main focus over the next year is on 
developing disability football for women and 
girls, plus teams specifically for those with 
cerebral palsy and visual impairments.

Gs chief in call to hold final at neutral ground 


HAVING secured the London 1 
South league title a week ago, 
Gravesend have set their sights on 
challenging rugby’s elite in the 
National League next season. 

The Gs wrapped up the championship with 
a 29-16 win over Old Elthamians at Rectory 
Field last Saturday and will now play 'step 
five’ rugby for the first time in their history, 
moving into National 3 London & South East. 

Just two years ago, Gravesend were compet¬ 
ing in London 3 South, but their chairman, 
Graham Haggar, insists their focus is not sim¬ 
ply to stay up next season, but to push for 
more honours. 

“This has been our best-ever season,” he 
said. “I think we’ve got to where we should be 
now. We’ve always been one of the top five 
sides in Kent and now we’ve proved our point. 

“It’s exciting, we’ve played some of the sides 
in that division before so we’re know what 
they’re like. We look forward to playing 
Dorking and Basingstoke again because we 
beat both of them once last season and they 
seem to have done well at that level.” 

Gravesend have looked like promotion 
material since the early weeks of the cam¬ 
paign, although a brave challenge from Dover 
briefly threatened to derail their title charge. 

Haggar said the belief within the squad had 
never been in question and believes their 18- 
15 defeat at Sidcup on January 2 sparked the 
Gs into greater efforts and a subsequent 10- 
game winning run which culminated in the 
title-clincher eight days ago. 

“Physically and mentally, we’ve been too 
strong,” he said. “There was no way we were 
going to let it get away from us.” 


GRAVESEND remain on course to com¬ 
plete an historic double but they may face 
an ‘away’ game if they reach the final of the 
Kent Cup. 

The finals of all four county competitions 
will be held at Old Elthamians RFC on April 
25, although the Chislehurst club are still one 
of the four remaining sides in the cup. 

Elthamians take on Sevenoaks in the semi¬ 
finals while the Gs take on Old Colfeians. 

Gravesend chairman Graham Haggar 


said: “I feel the cup final should be held at 
a neutral ground and the pitch at 
Elthamians is not suitable for this sort of 
fixture.” 

Tim Fagg, the Kent RFU chairman of 
competitions, said: “We had four clubs 
bidding to host the final and three of them 
have hosted finals previously. 

“We played it at Canterbury three years 
ago, when they were in the final, so there is a 
precedent.”

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Olympic hero Staff leaving

Gold medal winner ready for new challenges

FEW athletes finish their careers 
completely satisfied with their 
achievements, but when indoor 
cyclist Jamie Staff* announced his 
retirement this week there were 
no regrets. 

The 36-year-old enjoyed a hugely successful 
competitive record which saw him win 16 
medals at major championships, including 
three world titles and the most prized posses¬ 
sion of all, Olympic gold at Beijing in 2008. 

A combination of a back injury, picked up 
in November, plus his age and a new genera¬ 
tion of talent riders coming through the 
ranks prompted the decision. It means he 
will not defend his Olympic title at the 
London 2012 Games. 

“I would probably need to have an operation 
on my back to fix it and I just don’t have the 
drive to battle back from that,” he told Kent on 
Sunday. “I would have to work harder than 
I’ve ever had before. At the London Games I 
would need to ride faster than I did at Beijing 
to win gold. I don’t want to put my family 
through all that again. Also I don’t want to 
give the Great Britain team false hope.” 

After winning all there is in the sport, 
including gold in the team sprint at the 
Beijing Olympics in 2008, alongside Sir 
Chris Hoy and Jason Kenny, he finds his suc¬ 
cess hard to believe. 

“It’s been an amazing career and I man¬ 
aged to achieve all my goals,” he said. “When 
I first started riding I was just a boy who 
loved riding bikes. I think even if I went back 
10 years and someone told me I would 
become Olympic champion I wouldn’t have 
believed them.”

lowed shortly after, along with medals at 
the Commonwealth Games in Manchester 
and his first world title in the Team Sprint 
discipline. 

But his finest moment, winning Olympic 
gold in Beijing, came close to not happening 
at all, after he quit the sport in 2004. 

Disqualified from the Athens Olympic for a 
harsh move in the Keirin race, he gave up 
track cycling and worked alongside a carpen¬ 
ter for six months. Staff described the deci¬ 
sion to return to the sport as a pivotal 
moment in his career. 

He said: “Obviously winning gold in Beijing 
is the highlight and I thank God that I came

back to the sport. I think if I’d quit complete¬ 
ly, that decision would have hounded me for 
the rest of my life.” 

Last year Staff helped Britain win silver in 
the World Championships and his final 
gold medals came in the National 
Championships (October) and World Cup 
meeting (November) in Manchester. 

While his competitive career may be at an 
end, he insists he will be at the London 2012 
Olympics, but in an elite coaching capacity, 
rather than defending his title. There are 
several projects he is looking into, including 
setting up his own cycling academy and bike 
company. 

He said: “I need a new challenge. Coaching 
is something I’ve always been keen on, so to 
be on the other side will be interesting.”

I felt particularly elated after my four sec¬ 
ond innings wickets helped us to bowl 
Bangladesh out a second time to set up a 
2-0 series win. Afterwards, there was great 
pride at having performed well on my debut 
and the fact England had won the game. 

O verall, I feel I have learned an awful 
lot while being away with England 
this last winter - from chatting and 
working with all the players and 
from watching Graeme Swann in particular. 

He has had a phenomenal last year or so, 
and has shown just what an off-spinner can 
do at the top level. As I’ve said before, I’m a 
few years younger than him, so it is up to me 
to learn from him and to try to improve 
myself still further. 

As I prepare to go away to the World 
Twenty20, where hopefully England will 
want to play both Swanny and myself in at 
least some of the games, I also want to help 
Kent to start the new season well. 

Playing for my county, and performing 
consistently and well, is what got me into 
s the England squad in the first place and I 
have much to thank Kent and county 
cricket for in terms of the structure and 
opportunity that has enabled me to work 
and improve.

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New Kent chief ready to ring the changes 


JAMIE Clifford described this period in Kent’s 
history as a “watershed” moment after taking 
over as chief executive full-time this week, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

The 33-year-old was officially appointed Paul 
Millman’s successor at the club’s Annual 
General Meeting on Monday night, having 
impressed the committee as acting chief execu¬ 
tive in his four months in the role. 

Club chairman George Kennedy interviewed 
a number of candidates from a variety of sports, 
but plumped for Clifford, citing his knowledge 
of the club - having been associated with Kent 
cricket since 2002 - as a principal reason. 

Clifford, bom in Margate and brought up in 
Broadstairs, is now tasked with the job of steer¬ 


ing the club through a difficult period which 
includes the £8.2 million redevelopment of St 
Lawrence. 

Also top of the list is making some headway 
in overturning club deficits, which stand at 
£802,452 for the financial year ending October 
31,2009, together with overseeing a much crit¬ 
icised membership scheme and a move to play 
a t20 Kome’ game at The Oval this summer. 

Different course 

The new chief executive believes this year 
represents a chance to wipe the slate clean and 
take the club on a different course. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It feels like a bit of 
a watershed moment in terms of the club’s 


history if you like, but we have a real opportu¬ 
nity to set a new direction for the club and 
that’s how I see my role really - leading the 
club in a new direction.” 

A more “business-like” approach will have to 
be adopted as the club come to terms with its 
poor financial state and Clifford and his finan¬ 
cial team will come under more scrutiny than 
the cricket side in the next 12 months, some¬ 
thing he is fully aware of. 

He said: “I think the fact we are a members’ 
club is important because it creates what we 
are as an organisation, but what I’m very clear 
about is what underpins that is a successful 
and well-run business. It has to be a business¬ 
like approach from now on.”

Finances and 
concerts hot 
topics at AGM 

KENT members voiced their concerns over the 
county’s financial state, a hike in membership 
fees and the move to play a ‘home’ fixture at 
The Oval, during the club’s Annual General 
Meeting on Monday night. 

More than 200 members turned out to listen 
to how, and why, the club accrued deficits of 
£802,452 for the last financial year, which 
included losses of £190,000 on the two summer 
pop concerts. 

Chairman George Kennedy riled the 
membership when he asked why they hadn’t 
supported the now infamous Sugababes and 
James Morrison concerts, after just six put 
their hands up to say they had attended. 

Kennedy moved quickly to say the club 
would not be undertaking such a risky venture 
in future, but felt the committee had been mis¬ 
led about the costs of putting on the concerts. 

A hot topic on the night was the new mem¬ 
bership structure which has seen a hike of 
more than 50 per cent in some cases. 

Revenue 

Incoming chief executive, Jamie Clifford, 
admitted he had received letters from 
members who wouldn’t be renewing, but said 
the new structure was done to “generate more 
revenue” and not alienate supporters. 

He pointed to a year-on-year increase in 
membership sales of 18.9 per cent - £298,798 
to the end of March this year and £257,236 
to the same time last year - which he said 
“justifies our approach”. 

The controversial idea to play a ‘home’ 
Friends Provident t20 game at Surrey’s Brit 
Oval was also criticised by some who claimed 
they wouldn’t be attending on a matter of prin¬ 
cipal. The club revealed they would need to get 
more than 4,000 through the gate to break 
even, but are confident of doing so with the 
average t20 gate at The Oval at more than 
16,000. Kent will share ticket sales and hospi¬ 
tality with Surrey, while the ‘hosts’ will take all 
bar receipts. 

Kent also announced that skipper Rob Key is 
to have a benefit year in 2011.

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STAYING 

New seamer ready to prove 
he’s worth extended contract

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KENT’S newest bowling recruit is 
looking to prove he can cut it in 
county cricket after signing a two- 
year deal to help boost the club’s 
threadbare seam department. 

The county expressed their interest in signing 
South African-born seamer Dewald Nel when 
they discovered more than a month ago that 
Australian Stuart Clark wasn’t a realistic 
option due to fitness concerns. 

County coach Paul Farbrace met with Nel 
and invited him to a trial at St Lawrence last 
week, where he did enough to impress skipper 
Rob Key, and senior players Martin van 
Jaarsveld and Geraint Jones, to earn himself a 
contract. 

The 29-year-old qualifies for Scotland through 
residency, having lived in Edinburgh for 13 years, 
and has played 18 One-Day Internationals and 
10 Twenty20 games for his adopted country. 

Nel has experience of playing county cricket 
after a spell with Worcestershire in 2007, but 
was released after a handful of games in his one 
summer with the Midlands county. 

Clearly disappointed at not getting enough of 
an opportunity at Worcester, Nel is confident he 
can do a job for Kent and prove he is a county- 
standard bowler. 

“I’m very excited to be at Kent and it’s nice to 
get back in to county cricket,” he said. 

“I was made aware the club were after a 
seamer to get their bowling stocks up so, cou¬ 
pled with the fact I thoroughly enjoyed Kent as 
a place whenever I have played there, playing 
for Kent was very appealing.” 

The county are banking on Amjad Khan and 
Robbie Joseph spearheading their attack and 
hope an overseas bowler - should they get a 
work permit in time to play for the first half of 
the summer - will provide the firepower in the 
seam department, backed up by Nel and the 
ever dependable Simon Cook. 

Farbrace, who sent coach Simon Willis to 
Dubai last month to see Nel in action, said the 
medium pacer fitted the bill when it came to

The Kent coach likens Nel to the evergreen 
Simon Cook, who proved his worth to the side 
last season with 34 wickets after being sensibly 
recalled to the championship side having been 
restricted to just limited overs cricket in the 
2008 season. 

Nel hopes to follow in Cook’s footsteps and 
earn himself a contract extension at the end of 
the summer. 

“When you go into a team you have some idea 
of what they expect from you and I hope to 
deliver for them,” he said. 

“My strengths are in running in and hitting 
the pitch hard, back of a length. Simon Cook is 
known for his accuracy so to be put in the brack¬ 
et of someone of that calibre is a nice thing. 
Hopefully I can live up to that. 

“I think for a player coming from Scotland, it 
gives the chance to focus and enhance my own 
playing ability and that’s the number one thing 
and the driving force, because I want to be the 
best I can be. 

“One of my goals this season is to get my con¬ 
tract extended beyond the two years I signed 
for. I would love to stay and spend my time play¬ 
ing cricket at the highest level I can.” 

The Klerksdorp-born cricketer, who was 
schooled at Edinburgh University after moving 
to Scotland in 1997, was one of just three play¬ 
ers to earn a full-time contract with Scotland 
last year. 

As the country’s premier seamer, Scotland will 
recall Nel for several games this summer, affect¬ 
ing his availability for his new county.

SIMON King looks certain to lose 
his battle to play for Gillingham 
this season after making slow 
progress in recovering from a 
serious ankle injury. 

The highly rated centre-back 
needed surgery on damaged liga¬ 
ments after falling awkwardly in a 
pre-season friendly at Bromley 
almost nine months ago. 

It was initially hoped King would 
be back early in the New Year, but 
minor problems have repeatedly 
pushed the date backwards. 

The 26-year-old has now reached 
the point where it would be too 
risky to rush back in time for the 
end of the season. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson said: 
“Simon’s nowhere near the fitness 
levels you’d need to play, so we 
would be pushing him and I don’t 
think we’d be able to do that. 

“A couple of weeks ago he was 
really pushing himself to get that 
fitness, but he had a bit of a hiccup 
and had to stop for a few days, so 
now we’ve had to go back to the 
basics and build it up really slowly. 

“He’s got to look at it now to get fit 
so he can start with the boys in pre¬ 
season. It’s been more than a night¬ 
mare for him because he loves play¬ 
ing the game, he’s so committed 
and he’s such a big player for us.” 

Elsewhere in the squad, out-of- 
favour striker Mark McCammon 
has declined the chance to join 
non-league side Dover Athletic on 
loan. The 31-year-old has not 
scored in almost a year and has 
made just two appearances for the 
Gills in 2010. 

McCammon has just returned 
from a loan spell at Bradford, who 
decided against extending the deal 
due to a lack of fitness. Dover were 
interested this week, but the tall 
forward declined to drop three 
divisions. 
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
